Hon. Richard McBride Withdraws 
From the Conference 
at Quebec. 



COMPELS RECOGNITION OF CLAIMS 



Stands by his Guns in Spite of 
Coaxing, Cajolery and 
Bluff 



TTAWA, Oot 13.— (Special.)— The 
inter-pro vineial conference con- 
cluded its labors this afternoon, 
but concluded them with one province 
unrepresented. That province wits Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Hon. Richard Mt'Brlde this week has 
put up the' light of his life, and although 
he hits not succeeded ho will go back to' 
his native province a greater man than 
ever. 

lie has compelled recognition of just 
claims of British Columbia to additional 
compensation, An otter of $70,000, sub- 
sequently raised to $100,000, to meet thi 
contention was promptly rejected by him 
as wholly inadequate. 

Coaxing, cajolery and bluff were tried 
upon McBride and when be found that 
nothing better was coining to him he, 
this, morning, formally bade the confer- 
ence adieu. 

An idea of Premier MeBride's posi 
tlon can be had from the text of his 
proposal, after arbitration hud been 
refused him, which Is as follows 
"That In case the proposed readjust 
ment of subsidies, as set out in the 
resolutions of the Quebec conference of 
provincial premiers, be accepted by the 
Dominion government, there shall be 
paid to the province of British Colum- 
bia each and every year, In addition to 
the payments and subsidies otherwise 
provided, an amount understood to bo 
what the Dominion of Canada Is will- 
ing to pay and the province of British 
Columbia, to receive as a nominal 
recognition of the disabilities borne by 
the province owing to the peculiar 
physical conditions 'and for the other 
causes set forth in the ease of British 
Columbia for better terms, and the ac- 
companying memorandum that the said 
annual amount shall be fixed in the 
following manner: One dollar per 
head until the amount reaches $300,000, 
to remain fixed until the population Is 
400,000; 75 cents per head of the pop- 
ulation thereafter until the amount 
reaches (400,000 per annum, to remain' 
tlxed until the population is 80(1,000; 
50 cents per head of the population 
thereafter until the amount reaches 
3500,000, to remain fixed until the pop- 
ulation Is 1,000,000; 33 1-3 cents per 
head thereafter until the amount 
reaches $600,000, to remain fixed until 
the population is 2,500.000; 25 cents 
per head of the population thereafter. 

It was Kir Wilfrid Laurler who gave 
the blow to British Columbia's legiti- 
mate aspirations. The Liberal ma- 
jority in the conference, who had been 
taking their Instructions from the fed- 
eral premier all week, had promised 
not to go beyond the $100,000 offer. 

Premier MeBride's withdrawal was 
a staggerer, and for some time the 
other delegates knew not where they 
were at. 

British Columbia's premier followed 
up his withdrawal by sending a for- 
mal letter to the conference, putting 
the reasons for bis action on record 
and protesting against the decision of 
the conference. 

Seen by the Colonist correspondent 
tonight. Premier .McBride said: "You 
know what has happened. I with- 
drew from the conference because I 
believed British Columbia was being 
unfavorably treated. I regret that 1 
had to do this, but I could not do any- 
thing else. 

"That British Columbia was entitled 
to special consideration was recog- 
nized, but the sum offered Is simply 
absurd. I regard It is a strange thing 
that eighteen months ago the Domin- 
ion government could undertake to 
create two new provinces without con- 
sulting the other members of the con- 
federation: and now the Dominion 
lays down the doctrine that no special 
claims can be considered wltnout the 
consent of all provinces. 

"I return to British Columbia in a 
few days and shall make a full report 
to my executive." 

Premier MeBride's action has put 
the Impecunious provinces like Quebec, 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick in a 
blue funk. Lnurier all week has been 
urging unanimity. It is now admit- 
ted that any change In the subsidy ar-

rangement must be given the force of 
law by an amendment to the British 
North America Act. With British Co- 
lumbia standing aloof, It is extremely 
doubtful whether the imperial au- 
thorities would consent to Introduce an 
amending bill. 

Premier McBride told the other dele- 
gates flatly that he would make Lon- 
don his final court of appeal, as did 
Premier Waikem in 1S74. 

The arrangement of 1002, which the 
conference has endorsed, would give 
Ontario $2,128,772 annually, as com- 
pared with $1,339,287; Quebec, $1,808,- 
271), as against $1,200,113; Nova Sco- 
tia, - $(U0,-1GI, as against $432,805; New 
Brunswick, $621,360, as against $491.,- 
300; Manitoba, $738;947, as .against 
$646,862; British Columbia, $422,070, 
as against $307,070; and Prince Ed- 
ward Island $277,270, as against $211,- 
1131. Alberta and Saskatchewan sub- 
sidies are $1,124,126 as fixed by the 
autonomy acts of last year. 

Premier McBride is full of admira- 
tion for Premier Hobltn and Attorney- 
Goheral Campbell of Manitoba for the 
hearty manner In which they support- 
ed him throughout. 

The conference reached a conclusion 
on tlie fisheries question. A resolu- 
tion of Premier Boblln, seconded by 
Mr. Peters, recommended provincial 
legislation to abolish the special tax on 
commercial travelers, and also that the 
provinces should make no discrimina- 
tion in the taxation of companies In- 
corporated by the Dominion and com- 
panies incorporated by the province 
wherever such tax was Imposed, Pre- 
miers Whitney and Murray reserved 
their assent to the latter resolution. It 
was decided that the provincial pre- 
miers should meet annually to consider 
matters of common interest, such 
meetings to be convened by the pre- 
miers of Ontario and Quebec. 

Thanks were extended to Chairman 
Gouln and Secretary Lanclot, and at (J 
o'clock, after singing the national an- 
them, the conference, with Premier 
McBride absent, adjourned. Premier 
McBride and his private secretary, Mr. 
Lawrence Macrae, leave for Montreal 
and New York tomorrow, and will start 
for home in about a week. Mr. R. B. 
Gosnell goes from here to Quebec.

ORONTO, Oct. 13.— The insur- 
ance commission yesterday closed 
iis Toronto sitting and adjourned 
to Montreal. The investigation of I. O. 
F. affairs is not completed. George AY. 
Fowler, SI, P., gave evidence in connec- 
tion with the famous land deals in West- 
ern Canada. His refusals to answer 
questions were frequent, although in 
each case he ultimately bowed to the 
ruling of the court. 

Before the session adjourned Mr. Fow- 
ler, In a somewhat heated address, culled 
'Mr. Shepley, the government counsel, a 
•'sleuth hound," and declared that the 
examination into the affairs of the I. O. 
F. had been severe becttu.se Conservative 
members of parliament were connected 
with various transactions. He also ac- 
cused Shepley of acting unfairly. The 
public, he said, were talking and making 
comparisons between the course followed 
with respect to the 1. O. F. and that 
which was pursued regarding a large 
company at the head of which was the 
chief financial backer of the Liberal 
party in Canada. 



STOCK GOES DOWN

Speculations of General Manag e 
of the Ontario Cause 
Failure 



ORONTO, Oct. 13.— A meeting of 
representatives of Toronto hanks 
was held at the residence of Dun- 
can Coulson, general manager of the 
Bunk of Toronto, last night, at which 
it was slated that arrangements had 
been consummated for the securing of 
payment of all liabilities of the Ontario 
hank. 

The unfortunate position of the On- 
tario bank is due to the stock operations 
in Now York of its general manager, C. 
McGill. 'The condition of the hank has 
not been so widely known as to cause un- 
easiness, and It was not until its stock 
went down sharply on the local ex- 
change yesterday that public attention 
was drawn to it. But the directors have 
been investigating its affairs for the past 
three weeks, and an offer of the Bank 
of Montreal to assume all liabilities js 
the result of a visit of two of the On- 
tario bank directors to Montreal on 
Thursday. In reliable hanking circles 
the expectation is expressed that nil of 
the bank's reserve fund of $700,000 may 
be gone. 

Montreal, Oct. 13.— There wits a big 
rush on Montreal branches of the On- 
tario bank today but all depositors were 
paid in full. R. N. King, the local man- 
ager, said the bunk would pay out to 
depositors whatever their demands were 
until they are perfectly satisfied. 

Crowds of depositors surged into the 
Ontario Bank when the doors opened 
this morning. This sign met their 
eyes in a dozen places, "This Is the 
Bank of Montreal," but anxious men 
and alarmed women were not re- 
assured, and demanded their money. 
All depositors were paid In full. After 
the first hour the pressure abated.

EXPLOSION CAUSES HAVOC. 

Throe Men Killed, Six Injured and 
Rivor Lock Damaged.

Two unknown negro workmen about 
the boat are missing and are thought to 
be lying in the Ohio river dead. 



LONDON, Oct. 13.— By the death 
today of Mrs. Lewis Hill, widow, 
of Sam Lewis, the well-known 
money lender, about $15,000,000 will be 
distributed in charitable bequests. 

In accordance with the will of Sum 
Lewis, who died in 1001, his whole for- 
tune was left to his widow for life, be- 
sides which she was given outright $5,- 
000,000, much of which presumably will 
go to her second husband, Lieutenant 
Hill of the Scots Guards.

A RICH BRIDE. 

Miss Bertha Krupp, Who Wods To- 
morrow, Is Worth Over $100,000,000. 

Berlin, Oct. 13. — Miss Bertha Krupp, 
who Is to be married on Monday to 
Lieut. Gustav von Bohlen utid Hal- 
bach, has possessions somewhere be- 
yond $100,000,000 and a position in 
Germany that is more than that of the 
richest subject. 

The institution she owns Is almost a 
department of government, supplying 
as It does the artillery for the German 
army, all the armor and guns for the 
navy and some of the ships. 

The semi-political agents of the 
Krupps are persons of importance in 
Constantinople. German diplomacy 
supports them. Intelligence of most 
departures in military and naval affairs 
in any part of the -world reaches the 
Krupp management and thence the 
staffs of the army and navy. In time 
of war the government would probably 
take over the works. The employees 
aggregate 03,000. 

The sole Inheritor of these under- 
takings on the death of her father In 
1902 was Bertha Krupp. Frau Krupp 
and Barbara, the second daughter, re- 
ceived investments In bonds and 
stocks. 

Bertha was 20 years old last March. 
Dr. Von Bohlen, as he is generally 
known, was first secretary of the lega- 
tion which Prussia maintains at the 
Vatican, distinct from the German em- 
bassy at the quirlnal.

Minister of the Russian Imperia 
Court Forbids Shelter 
for Strangers 



T. PETERSBURG, Oct. 13 -Vhc 
minister of the Imperial court 
has issued an order foih.ddin 
officials and employees of Hi 
court to rent rooms to, or otherwise 
shelter any persons without the specia 
permission of the minister. The order is 
due to the arrests of Klepnikoff and 
other terrorists at Peterhoff, September 
28, and the discovery that many of the 
participants in the conspiracy were liv- 
ing unsuspected in the immediate vici- 
'*Nty of the palace. The police are search- 
ing for a second mysterious automobile, 
supposed to belong to terrorists, which 
appeared in St. Petersburg recently. 

The commission which is investigating 
the conduct of the Russian officers who 
took part in the battle of the Sen of 
Japan Alas taken up the cause of Hear 
Admiral Enqulst, commander of the 
light cruiser squadron, who escaped to 
Manila. Enquist will be heard on Tues- 
day in justification of the withdrawal of 
his ships during the battle.

Causes Ore Shipments to Fall 
to the Lowest Point in 
Years 



TRAIL SMELTER WILL SHUT 



Le Roi Company Receives Notice 
of Inability to Handle Its

ROSSLAND, Oct. 13.— The effects 
of the strike of the coal miners 
of the Crow's Nest Pass Coal 
Company is beginning to be felt. hero 
In the reduction of shipments, which 
this week arc the lowest in years. 

The Trail smelter has notified the Lo 
Rol Company that It will receive no 
more ore from the Le Rol after today, 
and the smelting plant at Trail will 
close down tomorrow or on Monday. 
The Le Rol, however, will ship Its ore 
to Northport for a considerable tlmo 
yet and store It in the bins and yards 
there till a supply of coke can bo ob- 
tained. 

The Le Roi No. 2 Is taking advan- 
tage of the lull to repair its shaft and 
to break down ore. 

The Centre Star will for a consider- 
able period keep Its forces of men at 
work In developing and Installing a 
new hoist and compressor plant and in 
other work; while the Trail smelter 
company intends to keep most of its 
men at work in making Improvements 
to the plant.

— The sensation pro- 
duced throughout Europe by the 
"Recollections'' of tho lato Chancellor 
von Hohenlohe Is fully reflected in tha 
columns of tho British newspapers, 
which daily reproduce long extracts 
from the memoirs. In editorial ar- 
ticles these papers express amazement 
that the German authorities permitted 
these recollections to seo the light.

STEAMERS COLLIDE. 

New York Passenger Vessels in a Bad 
Mix-up — Two Lives Lost. 

Kingston, Oct. 13. — The passenger 
steamer Adlrondacks, of tho People's 
Line, of Albany, and the Saratoga, of 
the Citizens' Lino, of Troy, collided 
near Glasco, 12 miles north of this 
city, at 1:15 o'clock this morning.

Many passengers on tho Sara- 
toga were knocked down by the forco 
of the collision, but the crewj? of both 
boats assisted in rescuing them, and 
later they were transferred to tho City 
of Troy, landed at Tivoll and sent to 
New York by train. 

Tho passengers on both boats be- 
came panic-stricken, and only for tho 
coolness of tho officers and crews at 
the boats was heavy loss of Ufo pre- 
vented. 

After the fog cleared the Adirondack 
was able to . proceed to Albany. ' Tho 
Saratoga listed to port and wns hauled 
to Glasco dock, where sho is at anchor.

erations thus far and both gentlemen 
hit confident that next year's output 
will be still greater. Up to date this 
season .the company have cleaned up 
over $27,000, and this, sum should be 
greatly increased by the final clean-up 
before the water falls.

REGIMENTAL MATTERS. 

Winter Season's Drill Courses to Com- 
mence Tomorrow Evening. 

The drill hall will again begin to as- 
sume an air of business next week when 
the annual regimental school of instruc- 
tion will commence. The first drill will 
bo held tomorrow evening and will be 
continued every Monday and Wednesday 
evening for the next two months. 

It has been customary since the pres- 
ent commanding officer took charge to 
grant promotion (inly ro those who have 
qualified for such by taking these courses 
of instruction, thereby giving the newest 
recruit an equal chance of rising if lie 
prove his ability. The school is n some- 
what rigorous test and includes instruc- 
tion in infantry, six-inch gun drill and 
thirteen-pouudcr and field guns, and the 
handling of the maxims and the depres- 
sion and range tinder. 

In addition there are lectures each 
evening on the various branches of gun- 
nery, fire discipline, shells, fuses and 
coast defense, concluding with an in- 
spection in the various drills and a writ- 
ten examination. 

The course has become more popular 
each year and for this season upwards 
of fifty have signified their de-ire 10 at- 
tend. As this is a larger number than 
can be conveniently handled, those who 
fail to attend regularly mid show a keen 
desire to avail themselves thoroughly of 
the instruction given will soon be weeded 
out from the list. 

Sergeant-Major Wardow of the per- 
manent forces has been engaged as in- 
structor for the course. 



The city fathers will have several im- 
portant matters to deal with nt the regu- 
lar meeting of the board tomorrow even- 
ing. The foremost topic that will come 
up for discussion will be fhe all-absorb- 
ing question of n hotter water supply, 
llis Worship has posted a notice on the 
bulletin board at the city hall asking 
for the reconsideration of his proposition, 
which was "turned down" by the board 
n few weeks ago. Since this occurred, 
however, the by-law as presented by the 
water committee has been defeated by 
the ratepayers and consequently His 
Worship . has taken the opportunity to 
again bring his recommendations before 
the board. 

■What action will be taken in this mat- 
ter it in hard to say, the aldermen pre- 
ferring to hold their own counsel, but it 
is very likely that His Worship will be 
given the chance to submit his scheme 
to the ratepayers in the form of a by- 
law. As has several times been pointed 
out, His Worship recommends that the 
sum of §300,000 bo borrowed to improve 
the system, the principal expenditure to 
be the installation of a '24-inch main to 
Elk lake instead of the 12-inch by which 
the city is supplied with water nt the 
present time. 

The statements made by Aid. Hall at 
the meeting of the board of trade to the 
effect that alum had been used in Elk 
lake to kill the vegetable matter and to 
deaden the odor arising from the lake 
has aroused considerable discussion. The 
water committee had been unaware that 
this has been carried on and were very 
much surprised when the announcement 
was made. It is expected Uiat this point 
will also come before the board tomor- 
row evening in the course of the discus- 
sion on the water problem. 

Another important mutter that will be 
dealt with tomorrow evening will be the 
question of the liquor licenses. As lias 
already been pointed out, a special com- 
mittee has submitted a draft of a new 
by-law which has already been present- 
ed to the aldermen, but as yet no dis- 
cussion has taken place on the matter. 
At the last meeting of the board the by- 
law was introduced but was laid over 
for a week and consequently it will be 
taken up tomorrow evening. This, like 
the water problem, lias raised consider- 
able discussion among the business men 
of the city, and several of those who 
have been interviewed are strongly op- 
posed to any such by-law. The princi- 
pal clauses of the by-law were laid be- 
fore the public in the Colonist a lew 
days ago and since there has been a 
great discussion umoug those most vital- 
ly interested. 

The recent fire at the Messenger of- 
fice in the Driard Hotel block will very 
likely also form a subject for discussion. 
A meeting of the fire wardens was held 
and the mntter was investigated and the 
driver who was responsible for the acci- 
dent has been suspended. The state- 
ment has been made that the depart- 
ment is becoming inefficient owing to the 
fact that many of the regular men are 
leaving, the low wages not being con- 
ducive to maintain a first-class depart- 
ment. Another of the old hands left on 
Fridoy. ('. Lefevre, who has been in 
the department for several years, accept- 
ing n position in Portland. 

It is understood that Chief Watson 
has been instructed to secure the rate 
of wages from the various departments 
on the coast and this will form a report 
to the wardens at a later dnte. The re- 
port of the wardens regarding the fire, 
however, will be presented at the meet- 
ing tomorrow, and it is expected that it 
will raise considerable discussion. 

With these important matters to deal 
with, the city fathers will have all they 
can attend to for one evening.

THE DOUKHOBORS. 

A True Account of Their Doings Given 
by Peter Verigen. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 18.— Peter Verigen, the 
well-known Doukhobor leader, who had 
directed the progress of the Doukhohors 
in their several colonies since their com- 
ing to western aCnnda, is :n the city. 
Mr. Verigen will not return west, hut 
will go direct to .Montreal nnd intends 
sailing in about a week's time for Lon- 
don. From there he goes direct to' the 
land of his birth. The present state of 
the Russian empire "Pauses him consider- 
able uneasiness, and he fears thnt his 
destination, Moscow, will not he reached 
as soon as he expects. If he succeeds 
in reaching Moscow, he will confer with 
Count Tolstoi, who has watched the 
progress of the Doukhohors in western 
Canada with great interest and intends 
returning in the spring with a large 
party of immigrants. 

Mr. Verigen said last night: "So 
much unjust criticism lias been aimed 
at the Doukhohors recently that a true 
account of their doings is necessary. 
During the past season, from April loth 
up to October 10th, S00 of our inumber 
were employed on construction work and 
seventy-five' teams on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific". Every man available whom we 
could spare from our holdings was em- 
ploved on construction work. 1 do not 
think, however, we will do any construc- 
tion work next summer, but will concen- 
trate our energies on our holdings. The 
following summer, however, we expect 
to again do construction work, as we 
have found that tills employment is sat- 
isfactory to all of us. The past sum- 
mer wo have erected at Verigen a ?3o,- 
1)00' roller and flour mill, the first story 
of which is of solid cement, on cement 
piers. The next two st'>rys are of ce- 
ment blocks nnd the fourth story is .if 
timber and brick. We have two brick 
yards at Verigen and one at Swan river, 
while we manufacture our own cement 
blocks at Yorkton. Settlers outside of 
ourselves have seen the satisfaction 
these cement blocks have given, nnd 
many of them intend using them in fu- 
ture construction. We have constructed 
a spur track ourselves to the yard at 
Verigen. nnd this has proved a great 
convenience. Work on a 50,000 bushel 
elevator will be commenced, and it will 
be in readiness by spring." 

Mr. A r erigen will confer with the min- 
ister of the interior today on matters 
appertaining to the Doukhohors, should 
that gentleman, as is expected, arrive 
from the west this morning. Should he 
not, however, Mr. Verigen will be un- 
able to leave for the east until Monday. 
He will be accompanied east by hip 



LOCAL SHIPBUILDING 
INTERESTS EASTERNER 

Growth of Esquimalt Industry 
Surprises Canadian Manu- 
facturer 



One of the members of the Canadian 
Manufacturers' excursion party which 
visited the Coast recently has given his 
yiews to the Vancouver Province on 
the development of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry in this province, referring par- 
ticularly to the growth of the British 
Columbia Marine Railway company's' 
business at lOsquimalt, as follows: 

"Sir: — As one of the members of the 
Manufacturers' association who recently 
visited your fair province, I was very 
much impressed with the large number 
of industries thriving in your midst, one 
which struck me most forcibly b.'ing the 
rapidly developing shipbuilding business 
carried on by the British Columbia 
Marine Railway Co. of Esquimalt, an 
institution, I understand of not more 
than twelve years standing — as explain- 
ed to me, one of the principal reasons 
for the rapid growth of this company 
in recent years from a shipbuilding 
standpoint, hns been the support given 
by the wise policy of the great Cana- 
dian railway, the C. P. R., in having 
vessels for the B. C. fleet built in the 
province, the large amount of money 
thus put into circulation having the ef- 
fect of not only building up industry, 
but of causing increased prosperity in 
the community, retaining money in its 
proper and natural channel, namely in 
the country where it was made, and in 
causing the up-building of many perman- 
ent homes, thus showing t lint the C. P. 
'R. in giving with one hand is wisely 
looking to its future welfare in increased 
traffic engendered by an increasing pros- 
perous population, and in assisting it- 
self is thereby assisting the present and 
future residents of your province. 

"I understand, in this connection, that 
the C. P. R. has, in the space of about 
two years, placed orders with the Bri- 
tish Columbia Marine Railway Co., ag- 
gregating in the neighborhood of .$700.- 
000, this large sum representing the 
building of the Princess Beatrice and 
Princess Royal, and the re-building of 
the Princess May. And there are rumors 
of others. 

'Wow, my point is this: The object of 
the Manufacturers' association of Can- 
ada is to build up Canadian industry, 
and surely shipbuilding in British Col- 
umbia is Canadian industry, and should 
be assisted in the same manner ns thnt

"Now, sir, in conclusion, I would urge 
upon your merchants in the very strong- 
est manner possible, the advisability of 
insisting upon having all their freight 
carried In vessels of British "Columbia 
construction, thereby helping in the 
good work of building up in your midst

CONFUCIUS DAY 



Memory of the Ancient Philoso- 
pher Is Remembered With 
Floating Flags 



Chinatown was en fete yesterday. 
The yellow and red dragon-Hags floated 
from the housetops, and lanterns 
dangled from the balconies, from Ten- 
Pin alley to the temple of the Chee 
Kung Tong. For it was Confucius 
Day, the anniversary of the death of 
the great master who was born 2455 
years ago in Cathay. All Chinatown 
remembered the day, which is one of 
the Chinese holidays still kept, even 
with the new enlightenment which is 
lessoning the number of China's festi- 
vals. The dragon festival, the moon 
feast and other festivals are passing 
with the new learning, but Confucius 
Day will ever be honored. 

Confucius was one of the great men 
of old China. The ethical philosopher 
who gave China a cult was born in 
549 B. C. and died in -170 B. C. His 
father died when the Infant Confucius 
was three years of age, and ho was 
reared and educated by Ins mother. At 
the ago of 17 he was made inspector 
of the corn markets, and a few years 
later became inspector of pastures and 
flocks. His mother died when he was 
23 years of age, and in keeping with 
the custom of China he retired from 



public life to mourn. When the, period 
of -mourning' expired he traveled vari- 
ous parts of the great Chinese empire 
and became famed as a teacher and 
reformer of morals. His reputation 
grew ripaoe, and he had soon 500 man- 
darins among .his disciples. His pupils 
he divided into (our classes. To the 
first he taught morals; to the second, 
rhetoric; to the third, politics; and 
to the fourth, the perfection of the 
written style of China. He also as- 
siduously devoted himself to the revi- 
sion and abridgement of the ancient 
classics of China. 

He was afterward induced to con- 
tinue his travels, being sometimes well 
received and sometimes neglected. Re- 
turning to his native place, he was 
made governor of the people, but was 
unable to curb the tide of . Immorality 
In tho district, and resigned to *et out 
on a new reformatory mission, which 
was bootless. He met with many 
persecutions, being Imprisoned and 
nearly starved, and finally returned to 
his native place to die, destitute, at the 
age of 70 years. 

When Confucius was dead and 
hurled, his countrymen began to ac- 
claim him as a great man. He was 
hardly In his grave before the Chi- 
nese people began to siiow veneration 
for his memory. There Is a temple to 
his memory in nearly every city of im- 
portance in China, and shrines in 
nearly every walled village of the em- 
pire, from Manchuria to Kwangsl. 

The actual writings of Confucius 
consist of two brief pamphlets, both 
totaling not more than from 300 to 400 
pages. The. first is entitled "The 
Great Learning," which "forms the 
gate whereby learners enter Into vir- 
tue. Learners must commence their 
course with this, and then it may be 
hoped they will be kept from error." 
His other work Is entitled "Tho Doc- 
trine of the Mean." Of this a writer 
on Chinese classics says: "This work 
contains the law of the mind which was 



handed down from one to another in 
the Confucius school, till Tsze-sze, the 
grandson of Confucius, fearing lest in 
the course of time errors should Rrlse 
from it, committed It to writing) and 
delivered it to Menclus, another great 
Chinese scholar. More Important are 
what is styled 'The Analects of Con- 
fucius,' which were set down in writ- 
ing by relatives and disciples of the- 
great teacher. In these writings, the 
majority of tho paragraphs ' com- 
mencing 'The Master said,' there is 
wisdom galore. The teachings of 
Confucius are a system of Individual, 
social and political ethics, not of re- 
ligion in the ordinary acceptance of 
tho term. However, five centuries be- 
fore Christ Confucius gave utterance 
to the same thought as expressed by 
Christ in the Golden Rule, as follows: 
Having been asked, 'Is there not one 
word which may sorve as a rule of 
practice for all one's life?' Confucius 
replied 'Is not reciprocity such a word? 
What you do not want done to your- 
self do not do to others.' (Analects, 
Book XV.) But there Is nowhere any 
clear Indication that he recognized the 
existence of a supremo being, the ruler 
of all things. Ho indeed sometimes 
speaks of 'Heaven' and the 'Ordnances 
of Heaven' in a manner not Inconsist- 
ent with the supposition that he be- 
lieved In the existence of a superin- 
tending deity; but his phrases do not 
of a necessity imply such a belief. 
There is not anywhere the slightest 
reference to a future state of rewards 
and punishments, or indeed to any fu- 
ture life at all. Ills philosophy, 
whether found in his own writings or 
in the records of his oral teachings, as 
handed down In the Analects, relate 
wholly to the life that now Is."

CROOKS ARRESTED. 

Three members of a gang of reputed 
thieves arieste at Seattle aro believed 
to havt been Included among the 
crooks who recently came to Victoria 
to work during the exhibition, and 
afterward worked New "Westminster. 
As will be remembered, several rob- 
beries by pickpockets were reported, 
and two burglaries were committed 
during the exhibition. The trio ar- 
rested at Seattle were Ike Bornsteln. 
aged 20 years; John Marry, aged 28 
years; and John Thomas, aged 27 
years. Two men who got away have 
been recognized as Frltzey Dheim alias 
A. b. Stafford, and J. J. Johnson, alias 
G. A. Hanlon. Dheim is recognized 
as the leader of the gang, ami Is a 
man well past middle age. Ho has 
been arrested with many of the most 
famous crooks who ever operated In 
tho United States. 

Dheim was formerly the partner of 
Eddfe Guerin, the bank sneak sen- 
tenced to serve ten years on Devil's 
Island, In France. New York friends 
of Guerin are said to have fitted out a 
ship and to have effected Guedn'a 
escape from the penal Island. He was 
subsequently arrested In London and 
is now fighting extradition. 

The Seattle Times, after reporting a 
number of robberies in that city, says: 
"One week ago the chief received in- 
formation that the gang had been op- 
erating In Westminster, B. C, where 
they robbed three men of $400, $450 
and $000, respectively, and that they 
had escaped the officers, Their plan 
of action Is to loaf about bank cor- 
ridors and watch men who draw out 
deposits, then follow them on street 
cars or Into buildings or on- the streets 
and at opportune limes steal the money 
from their pockets."

Assurance Given By a Winnipeg 
Syndicate That Plant Will 
Be Much Enlarged 



ARE TO EXPEND QUARTER OF MILLION 

Already Large Orders For Lum- 
ber For Northwest Have 
Been Booked

and ran from Victoria lo the West 
Goast in charge of the late Onpt. Foot 
for years iH loading for Ketchikan at 
Tacoma to which port, she brought i — , 
tons of matte from Hadley. The steamer 
is now owned at Ketchikan and has been 
rebuilt and registered -as a U. S. steam- 



A considerable feeling of elation pre- 
vails in N'unuimp over the circumstance 
of the sale of 'Hie nig sawhiilling plant 
at the Coal City to a powerful VViuni 
peg syndicate and the announcement 
that big .improvements are in contem- 
plation by the new owners. It is said 
that no less a sum than $250,000 will 
he laid out on improvements to the pre- 
sent plant, the installation of new log- 
ging camps, the erect ion of mills for 
cedar lumber and shingles, and the 
building of a sash and door factory. 

Interviewed by the Xanaimo Herald, 
Ex-Mayor Arbuthuot, of Winnipeg, who 
is at the head of the purchasing syndi- 
cate "carefully and explicitly stated 
that such information as lie could give 
the public at tint lime, would be under- 
stood not to be a definite statement of 
their plans, for they aro not yet fully 
matured, but that himself and asso- 
ciates having completed the deal, are be- 
ing, now in possession, expected to do 
some very extensive work in Xanaimo. 
Their plaus include building a sasli and 
door factory that will employ 200 hands 
or more, the building of a mill, especial- 
ly for sawing and dressing cedar lumber, 
the immediate establishment of a large 
logging camp in addition to the camps 
now at work, the building of a large 
shingle mill, and doubling or more than 
doubling the capacity of the presenl 
mill. All of these improvements, would 
be, said Jl r. Arbuthuot undertaken as 
fast as is commensurate with reasonable 
economy in building. The expenditure 
would be, before the improvements are 
completed, in the neighborhood of $250,- 
00O. 

Mr. Arbuthuot staled thai it had 
been the policy of himself ami as- 
sociates to employ so far as possible 
white labor, and if obtainable in Xanai- 
mo, and he did not anticipate any trou- 
ble about it, the same course could he 
followed here. The mill would very like- 
ly lie run double shift soon, as to meet 
their own requirements fur their four 
yafds in Winnipeg, they would be oblig- 
ed increase the present output. He had, 
since arriving in Xanaimo received a 
despatch from Winnipeg ordering 1,- 
000,000 feet of timbers that they have 
agreed to fill. The company will make a 
specialty, later, on, of foreign shipments. 
'•Mr. Arbuthuot on liis return from Win- 
nipeg will visit San. .Francisco on this 
business. - . >•> 

"The party expressed their pleasure 
with the coast in general. Mr. Arlmth- 
not, who, with Mr. MeG.-ivin leaves this 
morning for Winnipeg will return in 
December and will hereafter make his 
home in Victoria. Mr. Savage will re- 
main in Xanaimo for the present, Mr. 
Coburn remaining will* the company un- 
til Mr. Savage familiarizes himself with 
conditions at the mill. 

"During the conversation it was stal- 
ed by the Winnipeg men that if the real 
conditions surrounding Ntiuaimo were 
knowu that is that small tracts of fruit 
and agricultural lands could be purchas- 
ed here at reasonable rates, there would 
be many incomers from Manitoba and 
further east to make homes here. When 
it v.-as wcpinlned lo them Una a coir- 
puny had been recently formed, that 
would within a few days open an office 
in Xanaimo, and that they would make 
a specially of real estate, sending out 
all information possible about Xanaimo 
and the country around, they stared 
that if such information was furnished 
to Winnipeg people, there wouTS be no 
trouble in doing business with them. 
When mention was made of the copper- 
gold quart/, properties not as yet (level- 
oped, but believed to be good, they said: 
"Send us such information and we will 
see that it reaches the hands of parties 
who are looking for opportunities. Men 
that have money and are not afraid to 
use it. 

"They inquired about the herring fish- 
eries and information on this subject 
was given them by Air. A. K. Johnston, 
who was among those interested in the 
conversation, 

"Mr, Arbuthuot stated that the price 
paid for the Mill company's property 
lias not been made public. The entire 
party are men of western manners, per- 
fectly free in conversation, not in the

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, THE QUESTION OF QUALITY. 

At the recent public meeting Canon 
■Beanlands said that if he was sure that 
a reasonable expenditure on Elk lake 
would make the water pure, he for one 
would gladly advocate it. To this the 
Mayor replied that the impurities in the 
water were of recent origin, and to this 
Canon Bearnlaruls answered that they 
Jind been a source of complaint for about 
a quarter of' a century, and that he well 
remembered the emphatic manner 
which the lnte Chief Justice Begbie, who 
died some twelve years or more ago 
used to speak of them. Canon Bean 
lands is right. Elk lake water has al- 
ways been objectionable on account of 
its impurity. This is not to say that 
the water is unsanitary, for it is doubt- 
less true that no coses of illness have 
been traced to the use of it; the objee 
tion is to its smell, taste and general ap- 
pearance In addition to this there will 
always be (he danger of contamination 
arising from the exposed position of the 
lake and the nature of its surroundings. 
This is an aspect of the case upon which 
it is necessary to speak with circum- 
spection, lest the ire of certain excellent 
citizens may be aroused. AVe had an 
illustration of this at the Bonril of Trade 
on Friday. Doubtless there is much to 
•be learned about sanitary science, but 
one does not need to be an expert to 
recognize that there is steadily increas- 
ing danger that the water in Elk hike 
may be contaminated. There is no sub- 
stantial argument in saying that certain 
other cities use water that is in danger 
of being injuriously affected. Victoria 
is not compelled to do this. Water can 
be obtained that is as absolutely free 
from all cause of pollution or infection 
ns any that falls from the clouds, and 
this being the case, why should the city 
go into debt to perpetuate the use of n 
source of supply which, in spite of all 
that can be alleged to the contrary, may 
be at any time rendered unsanitary? Let 
us admit that certnin cities have used 
water from sources that appear on the 
face of things to be highly objectionable, 
mid yet escape any very serious visita- 
tions from typhoid or diseases of that 
class. There is no doubt . that this is 
the case, and there is also no duubt that 
instances can be cited by the seore; 
where typhoid has resulted from contam- 
ination. It may be that great bodies of 
fresh water purify themselves, lint what 
may lie true of Lake Michigan or the 
Mississippi river might not hold good of 
Elk lake, which is not a very large body 
fed by running streams, but in point of 
fact is simply a reservoir, partly arti- 
ficial. But what is the use of spending 
time in discussing the probability of the 
Water being contaminated? At best this 
danger must always remain an open 
question. A long period of time may 
pass without it being realized, and, on 
the other hand, when it is least expected 
tin; harm may be done. Why, then, 
trouble ourselves as to whether the opin- 
ion of one man or another on tilt subject 
is correct? Opinions one way or tin? 
cither will do in, good if harm is done. 
Why run the cliunce of its being done, 
when il is possible to escape all chance 
of harm? 

Some people will greatly deprecate this 
method of treating the subject. They 
-will say tiiat the Colonist is taking up 
the rule of an alarmist; they will pro- 
test that injury is being done the city. 
Such persons, before being too condemn- 
atory in that remarks, ought to inform 
themselves as to the manner in which 
similar matters are discussed in other 
cities. They would not need to go fur- 
ther away than Seattle, nor longer ago 
than last month, to find an instance 
where scores of articles were written 
ami many speeches made to show that 
there was danger of the water supply of 
that city being contaminated. The Col- 
onist could name more than one city in 
Eastern Canada where the danger to 
which the water supply was exposed 
was freely discussed, and facts were 



The Toronto Telegram having sug- 
gested that Canada needs an inquisi- 
torial body to probe into the secrets of 
all public and private concerns, the To- 
ronto World says that what we really 
want is a Grand Jury, such as they have 
in the United States. A Canadian Groud 
Jury has nil the powers which are neces- 
sary for any investigation, and it has the 
advantage of being able to keep its trans- 
morions secreU - . 



THE POWER OF EMOTION. 

Most great things, that is the things 
which have crented national greatness, 
the' things that have swayed the destin- 
ies of the race, have been accom- 
plished through the emotions of man- 
kind. Of late there has been a disposi- 
tion to sneer at the emotional. During 
the Nineteenth Century we succeeded in 
convincing ourselves, almost, that there 
was nothing worth very much that could 
not be weighed and measured, or about 
which chemistry could not speak with 
authority. The roar of machinery we'd 
nigh drowned the still smnll voice, 
which speaks to the heart. 'The great 
masters of science so astounded us with 
their discoveries and staggered our in- 
tellects with their theories, that we were 
beginning to wonder if our fathers could 
have been right when they told us that 
there were other and grenter things 
than the works of man's hand. Then 
there were the psuedo-philosophers, of 
whom the late Colonel Ingersoll was the 
most brillinnt example, who ridiculed 
our old beliefs, and convinced thousands 
of people that humanity had always 
been wrong upon the questions which 
were ever most dear to the human emo- 
tions. Of course if we had paid any at- 
tention to the teachings of history we 
would not have been misled by the argu- 
ments of the materialists. We would 
■have known, for example, that the 
strength of Ancient Greece lay, in the 
emotions of her people; we would have 
known that the marvelous progress of 
Mohammedanism wns the result of an 
appenl to the emotions, a perverter ap- 
peal to perverted emotions, if you like; 
we would have known that the Crusades 
were wholly emotional in their origin 
and even in their accomplishment; we 
would h'nve known that no really great 
movement ever was successful until the 
emotions of the people were nroused. 
Take the wnr between the North and 
South in the United States. While it 
was a politicians' war on the one side 
and a slave-owners' war on the other, 
the issue was daily in doubt; but when 
the emotions of the North were aroused 
all men saw that there could be only 
one end to it. Depend upon it the pas- 
sions of the soil are the greatest forces 
in the world, and it will be through them 
that men will be led to that higher and 
nobler plane of life, wherein the true 
principles of liberty, fraternity ami 
equality will have full sway. 

If we look abroad over the world to- 
day we see signs of a great unrest, .i 
we listen we will hear many voices cry- 
ing in tlie wilderness: "Prepare ye." 
Kor what we are to prepare may not be 
by any means clear; but the warning is 
unmistakable. Grave mistakes must be 
corrected; great wrongs must be set 
right; there must be a great up-building 
— we may well be thankful if there is 
not also a greut down-pulling. The times 
are ripening for a leader, who will 
know how to seize upon the emotions of 
men and inaugurate a movement, which 
will revolutionize social and politiqal 
conditions, and when he does appear the 
paltry pretences of the self-constituted 
leaders^ of so-called reform will disap- 
pear from public view. All thinking 
men realize the approach of some kini! 
of a crisis, because they know that pre 
sent conditions are not permanent. The 
enormous accumulation of wealth in the 
hands of a few people, the spread of 
education, the better appreciation of the 
meaning of liberty, the emancipation of 
millions from servile labor through the 
application of machinery in hundreds of 
ways undreamed of fifty years ago, 
the discovery of new forces in nature or 
perhaps it is only the discovery of new 
forms of familiar forces, the congestion 
of population in cities, the exhaustion of 
.some sources of natural wealth— these 
tilings hrrvo changed, and are constantly 
changing, the relations of men to each 
other, and they will before long render 
necessary radical changes and the recog- 
nition of principles in government 
which today are little understood. 

Fortunately there is no need of fear. 
Among all the many changes in 
the years gone by some things 
have remained the same. The 
materialists have failed to drive Cod out 
of Mis Universe; they have failed to 
stifle human emotions, and in His own 
good time, some one will know the right 
word to speak, and the race will lie 
given what seamen call a new depart- 
ure. Fortunately, also, in our own coun- 
try and in those with which we are 
most closely identified the impending 
changes will in all likelihood be pence- 
ful. because they will be dominated by 
the principles of true Christianity; but 
may not be universally the case.

But it is next to impossible 
for him to do what he would like in this 
respect. Male help is out of the question 
in the very great majority of cases, and 
female hell) is so exceedingly bard to 
secure, that the wages asked are more 
than he can afford to pay. The cry for 
more household servants is not the cry 
of the rich, but of the well-to-do wage- 
earner, of the business man on a small 
scale and. of the farmer. The rich can 
usually get what they want by paying 
for it, and if they are not willing to pay 
the price, we are not disposed to waste 
very much sympathy upon them. \\ c 
would certainly not be willing to advo 
cute any great activity on the part of 
the government to provide for them 
what they can get for themselves if 
they chose to loosen their purse-strings. 
It is the other portion of the community 
whose necessities in this regard appeal 
to us. 

We only refer to this branch of the 
subject today, and we select it because 
it will come home to the women of the 
province, whose wishes are not always 
served as fully as they might in the 
policies adopted by governments. Hut 
whether it is household help, or farm 
servants or unskilled laborers who may 
be secured by the plan suggested by .Mr. 
Phillipps-Wolley, or any other plan that 
may be adopted, the case is one of 
emergency. One might almost describe 
it as u crisis. Every railway builder in 
the -Dominion is careful to qualify his 
plans for the future by saying that their 
performance is conditional on the supply 
of labor. The representative of t He Gug- 
genheims said that the other day that 
the extent of his firm's operations in the 
province would be dependent upon the 
same thing. We need men, jj>le and 
willing to work ^preferably we need 
men of our own nationality nnd in nny 
event men of the white race. There are 
thousands of unemployed people in the 
United Kingdom, and those who nre 
forced to bo idle should be brought in 
some way to the land where there is 
plenty of work to be. done.

Sir — Thanks to the capital letters on 
wuter meters o:" .Mr. Sorby in your col- 
umns lately, and of Mr. Sherk and others 
In- the Times, the ratepayers are at last 
■beginning to realize that the groos and in- 
excusable waste of water lu this city must 
be paid for, like other wastage, nnd, as the 
-Mayor stated at the recent meeting In the 
city hall, the rates will have to be raised 
considerably to meet the cost of additions 
and Improvements, almost wholly brought 
about by such waste. [Before anything 
else be undertaken, other than cleaning 
the lakes, the waste should be stopped, 
which can only be done by meters, and 
then, and not till then, will we know 
where we really are, und what Is the rcnl 
consumption of water in this city, for 
which permanent -provision must be made. 

The people have been deliberately en- 
couraged In this wasteful habit by the 
series of prejudiced and misleading arti- 
cles which for some time have been appear- 
ing in the Times, which takes the peculiar 
stand that 'because there is a shortage of 
water in Vlctorin It sh'ouldi he used with- 
out restriction! There Is no city in Am- 
erica where, under existing conditions, u 
careful use of water should be more en- 
couraged ifhan rVictonln. But It this 
waste Is to continue, then, ns hns been 
said, the rates must he raised; and being 
now brought faco to face with the results 
of their extravagance, the consumers, large 
and small, are beginning to see that the 
much-abused and misrepresented meter 
Is the friend of their purse, not its enemy, 
nnd will not toe led astray much longer by 
newspapers o: others who stop their ears 
to reason.

GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC, 

Mr. Morse Concludes Trip of Inspec- 
tion to Camps in Northwest. 

F. W. Morse, vice president of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, arrived In the 
city this morning from St. Paul in bis 
private car "International" over the 
Canadian Northern, says the Winni- 
peg- Telegram of Wednesday last. He 
is accompanied by his private secre- 
tary, G. MeNicholl, and.B. B. Kelllher, 
the chief engineer of the road. The 
party Is Just returning from a tour of 
inspection over the work being per- 
formed In the construction of the road. 
Mr. Morse, C. M. Hays and a party of 
engineers passed through the city 
about the 1st of September on a trip 
of inspection. The party followed the 
grade of the main line from Portage 
la Prairie to Edmonton through a 
country which Is partly a wilderness 
for a distance of over 800 miles. On 
the return Mr. Hays separated from 
the others at St. Paul and went to 
Montreal, as the eastern end of the 
business is cnlling for attention. Mr. 
Morse will, however, remain in the 1 
west for some time. He left nt 12:30 
for Portago la Prairie, nnd will return 
to Winnipeg tomorrow. 

The country through which the in- 
spection party passed was in many 
places altogether uninhabited and a 
complete wilderness. Stops were made 
at. the various construction camps 
along the road, and at these the party 
put up, as it was impossible lo secure 
bettor accommodation. Everything pos- 
sible was done for their comfort while 
staying in these camps by the con- 
tractors and their foremen. 

The work is progressing favorably, 
but would be getting along bettor wore 
it not for the scarcity of labor. The 
contractors find It impossible to secure 
sufficient men to push the work as 
oulekly as they wish, but It Is expected 
that a large number of the men now at 
work In the harvest fields can be se- 
cured in u few weeks' time. 

Lengthy stops were nindo at the 
various towns along the route, and In 
many cases plans as to station build- 
ings and yards wore considered. Plans 
worn also made of the work which will 
he done next year.

Replying on the subject of llie pres- 
ent position of smelters, Mr. Buchanun 
said: "The load smelters al Trail. Nol- 
6011 and JIttrj'villc are now in a posi- 
tion to handle all the tonnngc that may 
be brought to them; and not only to 
smelt it, but, ivlitll is more difficult still, 
to find :i suitable market for it. Smelter 
rates have been reduced from about $.15 
fur freight and treatment which miners 
formerly paid, to an approximate $12 
rate, according to (he grade of the ore 
treated. 

"The dillleulty with regard to finding 
a market tot the product is due to the 
fact that the Canadian market is not 
large enough lo take file whole bulk of 
the production and the consequence was 
that the overplus bud to he shipped to 
Kurnpe, where, on the Loudon market, 
it came into competition with the cheap- 
est lead in the world, and in addition to 
this the freight from British Columbia 
to Kurope was a very lienvy item. 

"Now this surplus is being shipped io 
the Orient. Sonic quantity has been go- 
ing there for the hist live years, but i, 
is only within the last two years thai 
our producers could

in that market. 

"To sum 1111 the whole position, the 
outlook of the lead industry in British 
Columbia is good and there is a cer- 
tainty of continually Increasing, produc- 
tion; in volume perhaps it calinot com- 
pete with copper, Inn il will eventually 
become a great industry in this province. 

••The total of 'lcail produced in South 
Kootenny and Southeast 'Vale lust year 
was 'JT.(itK) tons, against 2(1, lull) tons in 
HUH. The total value of mineral pro- 
duction in these districts for last year 
was $17,000,000. against $14,000,000 in 
the previous year. This year it was 
hoped that the output would have reach- 
ed the sum of $20,000,000, hut owing 
chielly to the labor disturbances anil 
strike of the workmen of the Crow's 
Nest district, il is more than doubtful 
whether this desirable result will now 
bo realized, as the aforesaid dispute will 
practically entail the lo-^s of the Inst two 
mouths of the year."

V. Buchanan of Knslo, Dominion 
government udministruloi under the lead 
bounty net, arrived in the city yesterday 
in the course of a tour of phc lead pro- 
ducing districts anil is registered at the 
Hotel Drinrd. Replying to inquiries ad- 
dressed to him by a Colonist reporter, 
Mr. Buchanan made some very interest- 
ing statements on, the subject of- the lead 
mining industry generally and the meth- 
ods adopted by the .government for i'us- 
tering the same. 

"As regards the extent of the indus- 
try." lie said, "there are ."(ill who have 
claimed bounty within the three years 
of the history of the bounty act. The 
bulk of these are not largely producing 
mines at present, but there are amongst 
them some great and thriving enter- 
prises, such, for instance, as the St. Eu- 
gene at Moyie in Bast Kooteuay, a great 
dividend paying concern; the Sullivan, at 
Kituberley, Bast Kooteuay; a large and 
prosperous undertaking, owning its own 
smelter: and many other large producers, 
the North Star, Slocan Star, Ruth 
Payne, tticd — too long a list to mention 
individually— all in the East Ko iteimy 
and Slocan district. 

"A largo number of mines in the 
Boundary country also produce lead, but 
are not lend mines but gold or copper 
propositions carrying lead. There are

In Northern British Columbia 
ami numerous prospects of that metal in 
various directions, but so far only one 
shipment of lead has been actually made 
to the smelter from thai region.

On In- 
dian affairs Mr. Morrow's report will of 
course pass through the usuul Official 
channels, but in an Interview witli the 
Colonist lie had some interesting re- 
marks to make oa the .subject of Prince 



Rupert, which is only 2% miles from 
Metla!:atla. "A good many Indians," 
said he, "have . been employed by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific on the surveys, 
which are now proceeding rapidly and 
require a number . of men in various 
capacities, and they Have been giving 
good satisfaction throughout the sum- 
mer. Since the "visit of President 
Hays, Mr. Morse and party, activity 
has considerably increased, and about 
20 men, carpenters and others, havo 
gone up recently for the purpose of 
erecting an hotel and other buildings. 
Five more survey parties are working 
in the vicinity, and It is stated to bo 
the Intention of the authorities to bring 
in the telegraph and telephone lines 
immediately, connecting presumably 
with the government lines on the 
Skcena. The Princess May and other 
regular vessels are making it a point 
of call. Altogether the outlook for the 
early development of the place seems 
to be assured."

These helps are 
sent out in charge of a matron in month- 
ly parlies, applications for such being 
sent through the secretary of a com- 
mittee which is appointed in each city. 
The supply at present is very limited 
but the British association is very de- 
sirous of establishing more centres for 
reception and distribution of this class 
of assistants who ore not really ordi- 
nary servants. Should they succeed 
they will then enlarge their training 
centres and 'endeavor to have many 
more of these young women of education 
and refinement who are anxious to come 
lo this newer country available. Ordi- 
nary servants are also often sent, but 
the conditions in their case are some- 
what different.

WHY EVERYBODY LIKES SAND. 

The love of sand is universal, felt by 
all, anil at all ages. The child finds in it 
a ready and plentiful material for giv- 
ing something of definiteness to the 
world of his childish imagination, and 
when experience .shall have proved the 
real world lo lie less pleasant and not 
expressible in sand he nevertheless ns n 
grown man tacitly admits tlie attraction 
of the old-time medium and spends his 
holidays upon it. Xo watering place 
need trouble as to its prosperity if it has 
a broad forefront of sand.. 

Probably so general and ingrained n 
love is only lo he accounted for us the 
result of a sympathetic and uneoncious

In proof it may lie readily concluded 
that far distant man would not have 
been long in finding out the advantages 
of a dry cave as u dwelling place.

| The Bridge of Sighs

From whatever position one views this 
splendid structure its strength is at once 
apparent and the prospect awe-spiring. 
Though the bridge is 100 feet from the 
bed of the river, there have been three 
men who, after having fallen or jumped 
from the parapet, survived the terrible 
ordeal. One was a sculptor. He wa* 
crossing the bridge one stormy night, 
when his hat blew off. Being very de- 
sirous of ascertaining where it hail gone, 
he mounted the parapet. He wore a 
Melton overcoat, which, being partially 
buttoned, acted as a sort of parachute. 
Xo sooner bad he nscended the parapet 
than a gust of wind blew him over, and 
he was' whirled to the depths below. 
Providence must, indeed have been his 
protector, for he was little the worse 
when picked up in the stream below. 
Strange to saw, his hair turned white in 
a single night. The other two who went 
over did so by desire, one poor fellow 
having to end his days in a lunatic asy- 
lum. 

.V few years ago a gentleman resident 
in Edinburgh had n very exciting experi- 
ence while crossing tlie bridge. A. wo- 
man wns moving about in a manner 
which aroused his suspicion, and, quick- 
ening his steps in view of eventualities, 
he was horrified, when yet twenty yards 
oil', to see her attempt to reach ihe par- 
apet. With a wild rush he Hew at the 
woman, and caught hold of her by the 
skirt, she being the wdiile suspended in 
mid-air. It wns a llfe-nnd-death strug- 
gle. As tenaciously did the woman's 
would-be rescuer cling to her dress, as 
determinedly did she struggle to free' her- 
self uf his clutches. The inuiiieiils of 
suspense, however, were few, for the 
woman's dress tore under the strain to 
which it was subjected, and she disnp- 
poared into the darkness below. It was 
a horrible sensation to experience, and, 
appalled hy the terrible nature of the 
tragedy, the gentleman communicated 
with the police ami assisted in ,the 
search for the woman's body. Her skull 
wns terribly fractured, death having al- 
most been instantaneous. 

One of the most sensational, if not 
actually associated with Ihe Dean bridge 
occurred on a few years ago, a cabman 
being the victim. He was driving across 
Ihe bridge when suddenly he drew up. 
leaving the lady who was In the cab in 
wonderment ns to Ihe cause of the de- 
lay. Looking out of the window, she 
wits horrified to see Ihe poor enbby 
climbing the parapet. She had not to 
wait long before her {suspicions were 
confirmed. For a moment he balanced 
into the valley, as if solectlng the place 



where be wished his body to full, nnd, 
with an agonizing cry, he plunged Into 
the terrible abyss. His mangled corpse 
was soon recovered, the lady who had 
been an eye-witness of the agonizing or- 
deal raised the alarm immediately. 

About eighteen years ago the police 
were greatly puzzled by the discovery of 
some human bones amongst a clump of 
trees close to the bottom of the arch 
in the garden nt the northwest end of 
the bridge. The skeleton was covered 
with what had once been a black suit, 
but there wns absolutely nothing in the 
pockets calculated to lead to the identi- 
fication of the unfortunate man. All 
that remained of him was conveyed to 
tlie mortuary, and subjected to the 
.scrutiny of the medical olllcer, who 
vouchsafed the information .that the 
bones were those of a fully developed 
male, probably nn aged gentleman. No 
one ever claimed the remains, the pock- 
ets wore empty, nnd of course the dry 
hone.i were unable to divulge their grim 
secrets. 

To this hour the identity of that man 
lias never been revealed. 

The writer once saw a woman coming 
over the bridge. She turned the cart- 
wheel in mid-air, and landed in the cen- 
tre of the stream. 

One man who dived from the parnpot 
landed in the middle of the lake, which, 
however, has now disappeared. The. 
water was about three feet deep, ond 
although he must have been severely 
injured internally he walked to the In- 
firmary practically unaided. When his 
clothes were loosened, however, he col- 
lapsed, and died almost immediately. 

A curious case was that of a stock- 
broker -who came to an untimely end 
one evening about six years ago. Xhe 
policeman in the course of his rounds 
found an umbrella lying on (he walk 
below. Although he searched the vi- 
cinity ho could see nothing moro which 
was calculated to arouse bis suspicions, 
It wns between ten and eleven o'clock, 
nnd when he mnde his next journey, 
about ail hour later, he discovered a 
hat. Not even then, though he senrchod 
the plnco carefully, could he 6ee any 
trace of a body, but' at daylight, when 
lie wns in the same vicinity, he came 
across the mangled corpse of'ti well- 
dressed gentleman lying amongst the 
shrubbery, his watch having stopped at 
live minutes to eleven. 

Well mhy the bridge be spoken of os 
Ihe Bridge of Sighs. No other structure 
in Scotland has such a melancholy rec- 
ord.

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Profewsor Redmayne of Birmingham 
University, who is revisiting: South 
Africa, where he lived thirteen years 
ago, gives his impression ot the coun- 
try In a letter to a friend. He says 
that a very pleasant feature is the ut- 
ter absence of bitterness on the part 
of the more Intelligent Boers toward 
the British. 

"I hnve on several occasions talked 
over the war by the hour together 
with Boers in their lonely farmhouses, 
and In no case have I heard them 
give expression to any ill-feeling to- 
wards us, toward the colonial, and 
strangly enough, sometimes towards 
the National Scouts (whom they curi- 
ously term 'rebels'!) Indeed, they like 
discussing the war, and- do so with 
great frankness, /and are almost univer- 
sal in their praise of 'Tommy.' as they 
now call the British soldier; it used to 
be 'Roollatche,' but that word one nev- 
er hears now. It appears that 'Tommy 
Atkins' frequently acted as a gentle- 
man. 

" I have heard of one case where 
several Tommies used to give up part 
of their rations to a Boer lady— she 
told me of the incident herself — said 
procured her what delicacies they 
could, and when compelled to burn 
the farmhouse, used to apologize for 
doing so, and showed themselves most 
desirous of helping the Boer woman- 
kind in every way they could. It is 
good to hear these things, for Tommy 
does not always got his meed of 
praise. Nor does brother Boer despise 
Tommy as a shooter and warrior, as 
It Is frequently supposed, though he 
does think both bayonet and lance 
most unfair in warfare— the game, he 
thinks, should be played in the way 
he thinks proper — something on the 
lines of deer stalking!" 

Cromwell's Statue. 

A correspondent writes: Consider- 
able feeling is developing in certain 
districts in Ireland against the effigy 
of Oliver Cromwell being allowed to 
remain in the vicinity of the House 
of Commons at Westminster, where It 
was erected by means of a private 
gift a few years ago. The Irish lead- 
ers, and the reassembling of parlia- 
ment, may be expected to raise the 
subject with a proposal for its removal. 
A statue of Jnmen II. was a short time 
ago removed from the same neighbor- 
hood. 

A Chance for Orr. 

Lord Curzon has consented to the 
exhibition in the United States of 
Oriental treasures formed by him in 
the course of his travels in the Orient 
during the last twenty years, and 
notably during the seven years, when 
he was Viceroy of India. The collec- 
tion illustrates the arts of India, Bur- 
mah, Nepaul and Tibet, as well as 
Turkey, Persia, Afghanistan, Slam, 
and China. Many of the things were 
presented to him and to the late Lady 
Curzon. during his term of office as 
governor-general, and include the most 
superb ivory carvings, costly enamel 
work from Jaipur, upon a background 
of pure gold, figures of Buddah, of- 
fered to him by the lama of Lassa, 
rugs and carpets that are wonderful 
gifts to hmt from the late Shah and 
wonderful samples of Oriental arms 
and armor. Just at present it is on 
exhibition in the Bethnal Green branch 
of the South Kensington Museum in 
London, and its coming to America 
for exhibition probably in the Metro- 
politan Art Museum, of Xew York, and 
pr-ssibly In one or two other insti- 
tutions In this country of the same or- 
der, will depend largely upon the ar- 
rangements which can be made with 
the "custom house authorities. 

Had Lady Curzon lived it is doubt- 
ful whether the public would have 
bad this opportunity of examining 
what is undoubtedly the finest pri- 
vate collection of Oriental art and in- 
dustry in existence. For she, as well 
as her husband, would have naturally 
been anxious to use these treasures 
to adorn their home in London and In 
the country. But Lord Curzon is so 
broken-hearted over the death of his 
wife and his health has been so se- 
verely affected by the exhaustion of 
his seven years of arduous labor in the 
try'ng climate of India, that several 
years wili probably elapse before he 
settles down. In fact, he proposes to 
spend, at any rate the next two 
years In travel for the sake of change 
of scene and climate, and has Inti- 
mated as much to those who have been 
anxious to secure his support in cer- 
tain political movements In England. 
That he should be ready to have this 
colection formed by his wife and him- 
self, shown in this country, must be 
regarded in the light of a tribute to 
the memory of his beautiful wife, a 
native of Amelca. 

Some "Silly Ass" Novel. 

\t the court of common council at 
Guildhall on September 20, it was de- 
cided on the recommmendation ot the 
sanitary committee, to address a com- 
munication to the local government 
board relative to the importation and 
Inspector! of meat. In this letter the 
local "board Is urged: 

1 That It is necessary to forthwith 
promote legislation for the compulsory 
inspection, at the time of slaughter, 
of all animals Intended for the food 
of man, such Inspection to be made 
by a veterinary surgeon or other rec- 
ognized expert. 

•> That all meat found free from 
disease after such inspection should 
bo officially stamped. 

3 That all foreign meat be requir- 
ed 'to comply with the same standard 
as that of the home-killed meat. 

4 That with regard to boxed and 
boned fresh meat, arrangements should 
be made for the exclusion from the 
United Kingdom of any class of meat 



which is packed In such a way as to 
prevent inspection. 

The committee also reported that 
they were of the opinion that public 
abattoirs should be provided, and pri- 
vate slaughter-houses abolished. Mr. 
Domoney chairman of the streets com- 
mittee) said that he wanted to know 
what was the matter with the pub- 
lic health. What was the matter with 
the ordinary healthy man or healthy 
woman? (Loud laughter.) All that 
medical science was doing was to keep 
a lost of wastrels alive ("Oh, oh," and 
laughter.) Ho had lived thirty-eight 
years, and was well now, although he 
did not know whether the meat he 
ate came from an abattoir or a 
slaughter-house. More than that, he 
ate oysters all through the scare, and 
was well, while his doctor, who would 
not eat any, ended up with a big car- 
buncle. (Laughter.) All this talk had 
come since they had "The Jungle" or 
some "silly ass" novel. (Laughtc/r.) 
He hoped the court would not be led 
away by doctors or experts of any 
kind.

Dr. Barnardo's Memorial. 

Mr. Howainl Williams, hon. treasurer 
of Dr. Barnardo's Homes, In a letter 
dealing with the Barnardo Memorial 
Fund, which was set. on foot shortly 
after the death of the founder ot the 
homes a year ago, points out that It 
was felt at the time that the best 
memorial would be to raise a fund of 
£250,000 In order to extinguish the ex- 
isting financial burdens upon the 
homes. An appeal was made, and 
now Mr. Williams reports that, ow- 
ing to the contributions received, "the 
indebtedness of the homes at the time 
of Dr. Barnardo's death has been re- 
duced by £115,100, so that £133,1100 Is 
still required to pay off the £249,001 
origlnaliy asked for. 



The Scottish Express Disaster. 

Beyond a suggestion that the vacuum 
brakes may have failed, there is no- 
thing to account for the distressing 
railway accident which occurred on 
September 19 at Glrantham Station, 
Eng. In which 12 people were killed out- 
right and 16 Injured. It has been stat- 
ed by the front guard, who had a mir- 
aculous escape, that before entering 
the station he realized that the tlraln 
was traveling too fast. "The vacuum 
brakes then seemed exhausted, as 
though the driver had himself applied 
them at the engine." This explanation, 
however, is not accepted by the offi- 
cials. High and low, they are of opin- 
ion that death both of the driver and 
fireman destroys any chance of discov- 
ering the true cause of this lamentable 
misfortune. So far as one may argue 
from probabilities. It seems most likely 
that the blame lies with the driver, who 
for some unknown reason, rushed the 
train past Its regular stopping place. 
He was known to be a steady and skil- 
ful man. and It is Impossible to guess 
why he should have committed so trag- 
ical a blunder. All the signals were set 
against the train, so that we have to 
choose between an unrevealed defect 
in the machinery and a sudden attack 
of sheer dementia. There is a story, 
vague and unconfirmed, that the driver 
and fireman were observed struggling 
on the engine. It is wildly improbable, 
and has but one merit — that. If proved, 
It would account for the facts. The 
one consoling feature of the misfor- 
tune is that the persons killed appeal' 
to have met with an instantaneous 
death, and that the fire vvhtlch broke out 
among the ruined coaches did not reach 
any of the living. Some comfort may 
also be drawn from the fact that the 
number of pasengers were compara- 
tively small. Among those who were on 
board the proportion of unhurt was In- 
considerable, and if the train had car- 
ried an average load the disaster would 
no doubt, have ranked amongst tho 
worst in the history of English rail- 
ways.

The Much-Guarded Czar. 

The Copenhagen correspondent of 
the Morning Leader gives a remark- 
able account of the Czar's "hunting" 
expedition In the Finnish island of 
Kaltholm. 

When the Imperial yacht, with the 
Czar on board, arrived at Skaegaard 
the spectacle was a remarkable one. 
In advance of the yacht went three 
torpedo boats, evidently minutely ex- 
amining the waters in case of sudden 
dangers. The yacht followed slowly, 
surrounded by warships. Before land- 
ing at Kaltholm constables thoroughly 
searched the island lest there might 
be among the few people living there 
some revolutionary desperado, where- 
after no boat was allowed to land, and 
marines were sent ashore to such num- 
bers that the Island seemed to be In 
regular military occupation. 

The Czar only remained ashore on 
the island for one hour, during which 
time no one was allowed Inside the mi- 
litary cordon. Even the native fishing 
boats were not permitted near the Im- 
perial yacht. Altogether the hunting 
trip bore a striking resemblance to a 
warlike expedition.

The 197th anniversary of the birth 
of Dr. Samuel Johnson was celebrated 
on September 16, in his native city 
of Litchfield. Dr. Johnson, of course. 
Is usually regarded *s Lichfield's most 
eminent son, and in recent years the 
corporation have done all they can 
to encourage the honor paid to his

It was mainly through the efforts 
of Bishop Elphinstone, Chancellor of 
Scotland, that a papal bull was ob- 
tained in 14 94 for the foundation of 
a university at Aberdeen. The bishop 
himself was a liberal benefactor and 
before his death In 1514, he had the sat- 
isfaction of seeing a fully equipped seat 
of learning established with arts, div- 
inity, law and medical faculties. It Is 
a fact worth knowing that Aberdeen 
University was the first to obtain an 
established faculty of medicine, while 
the barbers were the only surgeons. 
But 11 was not until 1592 that steps 
were taken for the founding of Maris- 
chal College by George, fifth Earl of 
Marischal, to whom was given by the 
King a number of estates that belonged 
to the Abbey of Dee and the Black and 
White Friars in Aberdeen, the motto 
of the Marischal family— " They half 
said. Quhat say they? Let them say" 
—being still preserved at Marischal — 
colleges. In 1860 the ( fusion of 
the two colleges — King's and Marischal, 
took place, and the prosperity which 
was predicted of the union has been 
more than realized. The university 
can claim to have had a number of 
distinguished alumni, amongst them

Is the 
most significant blow which American 
ambition has dealt to<the supremacy of 
the mother country. The 1)Uildlng 
of a dozen American "Dreaid naughts" 
would not more plainly, challenge Bri- 
tain's supremacy in a domain Ln which 
she has hitherto retigned supreme. Tho 
adoption of the recommendations of 
the Simplified Spelfting Board Is a new 
Declaration of Independence, a subtler 
and more deadly revolt than that 
which broke up the empine in the 
eighteenth century. For if It suc- 
ceeds — and it will succeed unless we 
forestall such a catfastroplie by our- 
selves taking steps 00 share in Its suc- 
cess — the one great tie which unites 
the English-speaking world will disap- 
pear.

With regard to the restorations 
In the case of the army, tho minis- 
tor of war has stated explicitly that 
£ 16,000,000 represents the total amount 
required for re-arming and re-equip- 
ping tho troops, but that against this 
total there has to be set a sum of 
ef), 800,000 which had been provided on 
the supposition of the war's continu- 
ance. Hence £6,600,000 has now to be 
found, nnd, of that amount, £2. 500, .000 
is Included ln the budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, while the expenditure 
of the remaining £ 1,100,000 will be 
spread over five years. The naval side 
of the account show also a sum of £4.- 
400.000 (omitting fractions) was spent 
during the war on docking and refit- 
ting ships and manufacturing and re- 
pairing arms. They show also a sum 
of £4,400.000 (omitting fractions) de- 
voted to shipbuilding and £1,600,000 to 
purchasing vessels. 

A point which attracts attention In 
tho accounts of outlays Is that the se- 
cret service In the case of the army 
required an expenditure of £283,000, 
cfnd in that of the navy of £322,000 
approximately.

Those who so often and so lightly 
pass the French off as "fickle" might 
do well to study the fidelity which Was 
Parisian shows in attending sporting 
events. If the masses of the Parisians 
were not so economical over their sous 
the crowds at the football matches 
might become as largo as those in Lon- 
don. Football, when not dear, swim- 
ming, running, rowing, motor - boat 
racing, boxing, wrestling and walking 
are ali much alike to the Parisians, 
they attract him, and hold his atten- 
tion. 

The love of sporting sights does not 
date from yesterday, although it Is not 
crusted with age as in England. Ang- 
lomania, which is stronger than ever, 
has increased the interest, but the lik- 
ing probably dates from the Paris- 
Madrid motor-car race,' or before. The 
same thousands, or most of them, who 
trudged to Versailles in the night to 
see the dust trail and hear the snort 
of a car or two, and lined the banks 
of the Seine some years later under 
a broiling sun to watch a motorboat 
race, came again two years later to 
see some men — and a woman — swim 
through Paris, and assembled last year 
to seo some soldiers compete in a 20- 
mile walking race. 

This year the same crowd, with con- 
stant additions, has gathered Sunday 
after Sunday for different occasions. 
Hot sun, thundershowers, cold winds- 
nothing seems to daunt it. Recently a 
crowd collected round the rampartii as 
though to defend the city. The occa- 
sion was a walking race. The ease with 
which any baker, milkman or butcher, 
boy could tell you who was who of 
tho 43S competitors could only be com- 
pared with the knowledge of the 
most enthusiastic of London's foot- 
fall votaries. Five hundred boys 
had entered to walk round Paris. 
Only an eighth of them were frighten- 
ed out of the fun by the rawest of au- 
tumn mornings. The crowd cheored 
all, and hooted none. Of course the 
crowd knew little about the rules of 
walking, and possibly many of the 
competitors knew less, but the pace 
was the thing. Twenty-four miles In 
three and a half hours is not bad, 
whether walked or run, at least the 
crowd evidently thought so. Not bad 
at all when done by a grocer's errand 
boy, as It was on that occasion. 



Motor Buses From Germany. 
A Birmingham contemporary states 
that some time ago contracts were is- 
sued for 500 motor omnibuses for Lon- 
don, and though a number of English 
firms competed, the order was ulti- 
mately secured by tho Argus Motor 
Bus Co., of Berlin, who are now work- 
ing night and day to complete the 
contract. Each car will cost £650, the 
whole amounting to £325,000. Nearly 
all the 700 motor-busses lh London are 
German made.

"Great Britain's symbol of the grand 
democracy of valor," says Mr. Haydon, 
"is a little Maltese cross of bronze, In- 
sigfinificant to look at beside many a 
more showy medal, and intrinsically 
worth only fourpence-half penny ; but 
the most coveted decoration of all that 
soldiers nnd sailors can nsplro to." The 
order of the Victoria Cross— If It can 
be called an order— was practically an 
outcome of the Crimean war; possibly 
the immortal charge of the Light Bri- 
gade inspired the Idea. For those who 
have not handled a Victoria Cross It 
may be as well to say that it Is adorn- 
ed with a crown surmounted by a lion 
nnd a scroll bearing the pregnant 
words "For Valor." On the reverse of 
the medal Is given the date or dates of 
tho deeds of heroism for which It was 
awarded, the name of the recipient be- 
ing inscribed at the back of the bar to 



which it Is attached by a V. The Cross 
is cast from cannon that were taken at 
Sebastopol. The first presentation of 
the V. C. took place In Hyde Park on 
June 26, 1 857, on which occasion sixty- 
two men were decorated. Tho pinning 
on of the Crosses occupied only about 
ten minutes, and a groat review brought 
the proceedings to a close. 

Tho Serguant and the Colors. 

Five of the Crosses won at the battle 
of the- Alma were gained In defence of 
tho colors. Here Is one notable 
achievement: 

In the advance on the Russian bat- 
teries which were posted on the heights 
the 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers formed 
one of the regiments on the loft wing, 
the French attacking on the right. It 
was a perilous climb up the precipit- 
ous rocky slopes, and particularly so 
for a marked man like he who bore 



the colors. Young Lieutenant An- 
struther, a mere lad of eighteen, who 
proudly carried the Queen's colors, 
learnt this to his cost, for when he was 
within a few yards of the nearest Rus- 
sian earthwork a bullet through the 
heart laid him low. 

In a moment a private had caught up 
the silken banner now stained with 
blood, nnd Sergeant Luke O'Connor, a 
young Irishman of twenty-four, who 
had been himself struck down, iegaln- 
ed his feet although badly wounded In 
the breast, and claimed the flag. "Come 
on, 23rd!" he shouted. "Follow me!" 

It was ln vain that the gallant ser- 
geant was ordered to the rear to have 
his wound attended to; he refused to 
abandon the colors, and right through 
that fierce light he accompanied the 
Fusiliers, bearing a charmed life, as 
was made evident later, When the 



flag was inspected at the close of the 
action It was found to be riddled in at 
least twenty-six places. 

O'Connor received a commission for 
his bravery on this occasion In addition 
to the Cross for Valor, but he did not 
exchange from the regiment. Loyal to 
the corps ho loved, he" remained in It, 
and In time rose to command it. 
Light and Heavy Brigades. 

The charge of the three hundred of 
the Heavy Brigade In the fury and 
tumult of Balaclava was as magnificent 
a thing as the charge of tho six hun- 
dred -of the Light Brigade. Brigadier- 
General York Scarlett, advancing to 
the support of the "thin red line," sud- 
denly became aware of body of 
Russian cavalry, 3,000 strong, darken- 
ing the heights on tho left. The order 
wns given to wheel Into line nnd form 
up, facing the enemy. By some mis- 



take the movement was not properly 
executed, and when the Russians swept 
down Into the valley three squadrons 
were left In advance to take the full 
Impact of the attack. Scarlett did not 
wait. 

A Gallant Exploit. 

The "Charge" rang out. and the 
throe hundred hurled themselves 
against the three thousand. For a 
moment they wore lost; then here and 
there they broke through. Tho other 
squadrons dashed to the rescue, and 
the Russians fell back in confusion. 
"Greys, gallant Greys!" sold Sir Colin 
Campbell, "1 am an old man, but If I 
were young again I would be proud to 
ride In your ranks." Many men, of 
whom Lieutenant Elliot was one, re- 
ceived over a dozen wounds. Of the 
charge of the Light Brigade nothing 
more remains to be sold, but I should 



like to recall the exploit of Major John 
Borryman, at the time of the charge 
Troop-Sergeant Major in the 17th 
Lnncers. In the last dash at the guns 
his horse was hit, and, dismounting, he 
found that he, too, was wounded in the 
leg. Captain Webb, also wounded, 
passed. " Keep to your horse, sir," 
said Berry man, "and get back as far 
its you can." Webb obeyed, but, strug- 
gling back on foot, Berryman found 
that the captain had halted, overcome 
by his wound. Berryman would not 
leave him.; fortunately Sergeant Fur- 
roll appeared, and about the three was 
a constant hall of shot and shell. At 
last they succeeded In getting Webb 
to the rear of the Greys. 

"Magnificent, But Not War." 

And then followed this historic inci- 
dent, told in .1. Berrymaii'H own words:

The national convention of the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World have 
split upon the rock of socialism, and 
the delegates of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, representing 25,000 
miners, bolted.

The arbitrators at Hamilton have 
given out their decision on the ques- 
tion of hours and wages for the em- 
ployees of the street railway, radial 
and Dundas lines. The street railway 
men are given an Increase from 15, 16 
and 17 cents to 17, IS and 20 cents an 
hour, reaching a maximum after three 
years' service. The maximum on the 
Dundas line was raised from 16 to 18V4 
cents an hour, while the wages of the 
radial men will remain as at present. 
All the employees will get two cents 
an hour extra for overtime, and work 
on Sunday, and will be able to get ten 
hours' work In twelve consecutive 
hours. 

Secretary Frank Morrison, of the 
American Federation of Labor, reports 
that during the past eight months the 
federation has Issued 215 charters, as 
follows; Three national unions, 4 
state branches, 43 city central bodies, 
64 federal labor unions, and 101 local 
trades unions. It now has affiliated 
118 national trades unions, 36 State 
branches, 674 central bodies, and 720 
local trades unions and federal labor 
unions, making a total of 25,320 local 
trades unions, the greater number of 
which are directly affiliated with 
their international unions. 

The planomakers' strike is still on at 
Toronto, where 6U0 men are Involved. 
According !■> H statement given to the 
press by th- businesss representatives 
of the piano workers union they asked 
in the agreement for a closed shop, 
for the abolition of tin- contract sys- 
tern for a rule concerning the number 
of apprentices to one for every five 
mechanics, and for an increase in 
wages of 15 per cent.

In an act passsed to Incorporate the 
Charlottetown Electric Transit & Pow- 
er Company, Limited, which was grant- 
ed power to operate a system of elec- 
tric cars in the city of Charlottetown, 
a clause was inserted requiring that 
all drivers of cars should be of the full 
age of 21 years and should obtain the 
written permission of the mayor of the 
city before acting as such. A con- 
ductor or motorman Is also required to 
wear a badge bearing his number on 
a conspicuous portion of his dress. The 
company, when required, must fur- 
nish a list of Its conductors and mo- 
tormen and' the name of any one of 
them driving or conducting a car at 
any specified time. A conductor or 
motorman violating the above provis- 
ions Is subject, where no other rem- 
edy Is provided, to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding $20, with the alternative of Im- 
prisonment for 20 days. 

An action was tried in the County 
Court here last week which is of In- 
terest to worklngmen. This was 
Greenwood vs. British America Paint 
Co.. and was an action to recover dam- 
ages for Injuries sustained by plain- 
tiff while In the defendant's employ. 
He was engaged in making paint and 
among his duties had to oil and tight- 
en the machinery. On the 14th of June 
last while oiling and tightening the 
machinery the plaintiff met with an 
accident. He was tightening the set 
screw which sustained the shafting 
to the celling, when one of the screws 
caught his sleeve and dragged him 
around the shaft, his Injuries being a 
fractured rib and collar hone, besides 
several Mesh wounds. The plaintiff 
claims that the accident was caused 
owing to defects In machinery used, 
the machinery not being provided with 
proper safeguards for the protection 
of employees, besides which there was 
no proper means for signalling the en- 
gineers to shut down the machinery. 
The defence is a denial of this and 
an allegation that plaintiff was himself 
negligent. The jury, afler viewing 
the place of the accident, returned a 
verdict In effect finding plaintiff guilty 
of contributory negligence. After ar- 
gument, Ills Honor held Ihe action dis- 
missed, but as, under the Workman's 
Compensation Act there Is a provision 
where n common law action has fail- 
ed, fur the plaintiff to proceed under 
the statute, this course is, by the d 
clslon yet left open lo the plaintiff.

If they 
are unwilling to tackle Ihe lirst job that 
comes to hand — well, they must take the 
consequences, 

"There is plenty of work to he done, 
and when I get the unemployed at work 
they will have n chance of earning their 
wages. For instance, an immense am- 
ount of work can be profitably engaged 
in [lie reclamation of waste lands, the 
repairing of coast erosion, in agricultural 
labor, in afforestation, the building of 
public works, digging of ditches and 
other things. All of these works can he 
made eventually profitable to the com- 
munity which carries them' out, and by 
each local district employing men, and 
selling them to work on useful jobs, pay- 
ing them, at the same time, decent 
wages, so far as the funds at my (lis- j 
posal will allow, I hope lo do a little to- 



ward the solution of the unemployed 
problem which confronts the country."

In a debate in 
the" House of Commons just before it 
adjourned for the vacation, one of the 
members of the Lnbor party, which, by 
the way, has manifested a peculiar an- 
tipathy to Hums since he assumed office, 
challenged certain statements made by 
the minister as to the condition of the 
tramps and wastrels of London. Hums 
defended his assertions by getting down 
to personal facts: "While the honor- 
able member who criticises my methods 
has been quietly taking his proper am- 
ount of sleep at nights," snid the presi- 
dent of the local government board, "I 
have been down on the 'Embankment, 
under the arches of Waterloo Rridge, 
milking personal enquiries as to the lives 
led by certain London trnmps. 1 know 
what I am talking about, because I have 
conducted a personal investigation." 

That statement was characteristic of 
Burns. He has neglected no opportun- 
ity of acquainting himself with living, 
vital facts. Even his rank as cabinet 
minister has not debarred him from vis- 
iling the Embankment at night and talk- 
ing to the unhappy men who gather un- 
der the arches of the brige; waiting until 
the Salvation Army depot opens at 'J 
a.m., to deal out bowls of hot soup to 
the starving. 

For years, both as a laboring man 
himself, as member of parliament, and 
now us cabinet minister, John Burns 
has mnde a special study of the unem- 
ployed problem. He has issued pamph- 
lets on ihe subject, made speeches, and 
worked ns no other man in England has 
done. With his special knowledge of 
Ihe subject, it is safe to say that there 
is not another man in England who 
would he better able than John Hums 
to spend 51,000,000 in the way in which 
il would do the most good. 

Mr. Burns recognizes that the unem- 
ployed problem actually exists, and the 
fact that the government has given him 
the enormous sum of a million to spend 
on its solution, attests the importance 
with which it is regarded. At the snme 
time Bums knows that a great many 
of the unemployed are really unem- 
ployed, that they don't want to work, 
that their lives are spent in ingenious 
devices to avoid employment. With 
thc?e "Weary Willies" and tired "Tims" 
as he graphically calls them, Mr. 
Bums litis no sympathy whatever. 

"To the men who nre^.muinelv un- 
employed, and who seek real work, and 
are not afraid of it," he said in con- 
cluding our interview, "I am going to 
do my best, For professional loafers 
and "cadgers.' 1 have no use. It is really 
better that they should die off. It sounds 
like a hard thing lo say; but it is the 
truth. In a modern community of work- 
ers, they arc a demoralizing influence. 
These men should not get any help from 
anyone. If they won't work, they ought 
not to be allowed to live in comfort at 
the expense of the community. While 
the genuine workman is having n hard 
struggle keeping his little family to- 
gether, and out of the workhouse, these 
chaps are sitting tight, and being fed 
at public expense. Hundreds of charit- 
able organizations are exerting their ef- 
forts to give these men free food, free 
shelter, free everything. It is all wrong. 
Things should be made hard for them. 
It would wake them up. If they can't 
wake up the longer they go to sleep the 
.better it will be for the truly deserving. 
As I said time and time again in parlia- 
ment. I am not a believer in "doss- 
house" economics, or soup kitchen reme- 
dies. I shall make the million dollars 
go to the geiiuinne relief of the unem- 
ployed in wages; and I shall see that 
every cent of Ibis money is spent where 
it will count."

| Remedy for the Scarcity of Labor 1 

§ By Clivo PhillippfWolley. g 



. , Let it be admitted Hint British Colum- 
bia wants domestic help, farm labor and 
cheaper Workers in those employments 
Which require only a modicum of skiiI, 
and that the price wjiieh British Co- 
lumbia is prepared to pay for such labor, 
though cheap to us, would moan happi- 
ness, health and comfort, compared to 
an existence in London on D cents a 
day. 

,' Let it bo admitted that the writers in 
the 'English press are accurate in their 
statements that in London alone there 
are over a million white people obliged 
to exist on cents a day. 

Of these some are said to lie incapable 
of work, either from are or infirmity: 
some arc said to be determined not to 
work; whilst the others are able and 
willing to work if they can get worts to 
do. 

These are surely the people we want 
lEugland wants their room, we want 
their company. 

Of them a recent writer snys that if 
they can pet no work, they live in misery 
upon the borders of starvation: if they 
get work they receive for it wages 
barely sufficient to keep them tit to work 
especially when others (wife or children) 
are dependent upon them, whilst in any 
ense, the prospect of saving enough to 
provide for old age is remote, the oppor- 
tunity for any enjoyment infinitesimal, 
and all hope of betterment for them- 
selves or children vain. 

This is the condition with which we 
have to compare farm lubor in British 
Columbia or domestic service at say $15 
a month and board. Fifteen dollars a 
month and board may not seem much in 
comparison to the wages now paid, but 
it. is really about all we can afforu to 
pay for such labor: it is. I am assured, 
as' much as is paid in October to-day, 
and it is obvious that it would be luxury 
compared to the state of Jife .set out 
above. 

I shall be asked why, if this state of 
tilings exists, the poor and willing labor- 
ers of England do not flock hither. I 
answer because they are strangely ig- 
norant as a class, of everything outside 
England. That is typical of the Eng- 
lish, and it is typical of misery of all 
sorts that it begets an apathy which 
makes all sufferers averse to making 
anv effort. For these reasons princi- 
pally, those who might be happy and 
useful out here, remain to be miserable 
and a burden at home. 

Of course want of funds to transport 
themselves from one side of the world 
to the other is another reason why these 
people stay. They do not see how the 
thing can be done, and therefore do not 
attempt to do it. 

Now, all these conditions are remedi- 
able. We can at least help to remedy 
them, anil it is not only our duty as 
human beings, as F.ritons, and as Chris- 
tians to do so, but if is to our own inter- 
est to do it. 

■As far as this province is concerned 
let us begin by seeing whether these 
pamphlets which wore circulated am- 
ongst the English emigration offices still 
contain the paragraphs to which 1 called 
public attention some years ago, para- 
graphs stating in effect that most of the 
openings for cheap labor were filled by- 
Chinese. 

If so let those pamphlets be with- 
drawn, and rewritten to the effect that 
British Columbia realizes as a funda- 
mental truth that white men will not 
work alongside of, or in competition with 
Chinamen, and that in consequence 
British Columbia has done her best to 
get rid of Oriental labor and seeks white 
labor to take its place. 

Let the government here send circu- 
lars! to the taxpayers asking them what 
labor they want and how much they arc 
prepared to pay for it, and then having 
some basis of knowledge upon which to 
act let the government formulate n 
scheme of its own, or adopt, one of the 
schemes elsewhere suggested for getting 
the people what the people 'ami the 
province need, and let the people make 
it. abundantly plain to those who paid 
to serve them, that promises of future 
action will not suffice, but that the price 
of the voters of British Columbia is 
immediate action in this matter. 

In you want argument;: to enforce 
your demands, here an' a few based 
upon common sense, in plain words, 
wdiich plain men can understand, and 
they touch almost all the great questions 
of to-day here and at. home. 

If we want Imperial unity, it js best 
to import our own people, who will nat- 
urally unite with us, anil with the moth- 
er country more readily than aliens: if 
we want a Christian, law-abiding people, 
wo are most likely to get such people 
from a country of Christian faith and 
British law: if we wan! to control 
eventually the sea-borne trade of ocean 
at our feet, our best chance of doing 
so lies in importing those who make 
natural shipwrights, seamen, and trad- 
ers; if we want to become the strongest 
of the young nations of ilie world, it is 
sandy wise to breed from the best stock: 
if England wants markets she will d<> 
well to ship her surplus population to a 
portion of the British Empire, to grow 
'here instead of starving then' since 
British horn and British bred people are 
likely to be mole in favor of British 
goods than any oilier people, and whilst 
the yare growing here, they will he 
making money here with which to pay 
for the goods produced in the hind they 
came from: if we want to contribute to 
the defence of Empire (that is to our 
own self-defence) we can do it best by 
increasing that Fnipire's power, by 
breeding here under the most favorable 
condition of climate and life, men from 
the seed which is being wasted at home: 
if wo want 10 keep mil the Chinamen, 
the easiest way to fib it is hy tilling this 
country with white men, and If Indeed 
any of us love <!od and would sweeten 
our lives with charity, we can best do 
so by helping to empty Condon's shims 
into the wide sunlit spaces of this our 
heritage. Are nol these reasons good 
enough? if nol it would he easy to find 
more. And now before outlining any of 
the schemes suggested, for bringing in 
tlis surplus population of England, I 
want to say one word to the labor uni- 
ons (ITS of them in this country) who 

have, I believe, -generally been opposed 

to roe in my political campaigns, but for 
.whom 1 hear no ill will in spile of the 
"heatings they have given me, because 
I always remember that unionism was 
caused In Hie lir.-i Instance liy oppres- 
sion, thai "the Inrgnsl and hesi organ- 
ized unions have not only done much to 
better IIk> condition of man, hut to di- 
minish labor conflicts "and thai on the 
best authority the fourteen greatest 
trade unions in England spent £7,331,- 
052 In relieving necessity In the same 



period during which they spent only 
6402,818 upon strikes." 

This is a noble record, and from such 
men if 1 can only make my case plain I 
look with confidence for help in the 
movement I propose. Their pride should 
bo thut they "have bettered the condi- 
tion of man," and I am asking them to 
put all their strength into an effort, to 
better the condition of men of their 
ow nraee, by insisting upon the importa- 
tion into this country of white men now 
starving, to till places which the people 
now jn the country ilo not want, lit 
prices which can reasonably be paid. 

No one can honestly contend that 
white men now in the country want the 
cheaper forms of farm work: no one will 
contend that the daughters of our. skill- 
ed labor will take places as domestic 
servants, and I think that no one will 
contend that u country will continue to 
attract capital or to* prosper, in which 
such labor is not obtainable. , 

If capital is not attracted, our indus- 
tries will not lie developed, if the indus- 
tries are not developed, the country can- 
not prosper, and if the country does not 
prosper there will soon he no one to pay 
the present high wages to any one. 

Again 1 know that white labor bates 
Oriental labor, and because 1 care more 
for the race than for the individual. I 
have been in this matter on the side 
of white labor. I am so still, and shall 
he until I am convinced that the only 
motive of the cry again si the Oriental 
js pure selfishness on the part of the 
few in possession; but 1 want to call 
white labor's attention to the condition 
of Hawaii, and he lesson it teaches. An 
American writer in the New York Times 
described some time ago what he called 
the "peaceful conquest of the Hawaiian 
islands by the Japanese." According to 
him the number of .laps in those islands 
is between 70,000 and 80,000. The .laps 
control all business; and as they breed 
and get the vote, will practically own 
Hawaii. 

Another writer speaking of the fears 
entertained by Australia with regard to 
Japanese colonization, says: "If the isl- 
and continent was effectively occupied 
by a white population of say 20,1 n rti.uwo 
there would be little or no room for the 
most intelligent and enterprising of Asi- 
atic emigrants," and I would add that 
the same applies to British Columbia, 
bat if we arc not to have a reasonably 
large white population, it believes us 
to remember that propinquity of this 
strong and growing race in the Pacific: 
to remember that as a fisherman, an 
agricultural laborer, and in many other 
respects lie is very nearly our match: 
that lie holds the door of Asia, and that 
if we want Asia's trade we cannot afford 
to offend his national pride by always 
burring his people out; that he is Bri- 
tain's ally, and British Columbia is only 
a portion of the Dominion of Canada, 
which might be sacrificed -for the finan- 
cial benefit of the whole, and that our | 



send them from, by shipping them to 
the colonies, and bearing some portion of 
the expense of starting them in their new 
Jives. ... . 

The. scheme has all the ear-marks of 
success, since it offers material advant- 
age to all parties concerned, and seems 
to promise self-support. After making 
handsome allowances for the physically 
unlit, and those under age, the originator 
of this scheme, calculates that there are 
at present in England some 15,000 state 
children of, or over the age of ten, fit 
for emigration, and ■ that an annua) 
.stream of such emigrants might be main- 
tained for the benefit of the colonies. 
Here is his own outline of his scheme 
cut from the pages of the Morning Post: 
Proposed Scheme of Emigration. 

The new system of emigration, which 
T propose for consideration, oil the one 
side by the Dominion government or by 
any colonial government and on the 
other by the Home Ollloe and local county 
councils and hoards of guardians, may- 
be thus briefly outlined: 

The Dominion government or the gov- 
ernment of any colony to undertake: 

To provide one or more agricultural 
homes or farms where the children would 
he educated, brought up, and trained j 
under direct government supervision for 
work in the colony; and to place out 
the children in suitable situations. 

To pass such local nets as may be re- [ 
quired to meet the new circumstances, 
and to draw up rules and regulations (ap- 
proved by the Home Office and the local 
government board) for observance in the 
administration of the homes. 

To institute an adequate system of 
government inspection until the child 
reaches the age of eighteen. 

The authorities here to undertake: 

To band over the children, Where pos- 
sible, at the age of ten years. 

To allow representatives of the colon- 
ial governments to select the cllildrn. 

To pay each colonial government in a 
manner hereafter to be arranged — 

A sum of money, annually or other- 
wise, equal to the sum paid for bringing 
up the children here, the amount not to 
exceed in any one case the expenditure 
for for itea rs. 

An agreed sum, annually or otherwise, 
for the cost of inspecting each child un- 
til the child reaches the age of eighteen.

As to the schemes recently suggested 
in the English press, it may be as well 
to point out that there are and have 
been two sources from which emigration 
proceeds in the Old Country, the great 
private benevolent societies, and the 
state. 

The benevolent societies have done, I 
believe, most of the work in the past 
and are still busy nt this most practical 
form of charity combined with Empire 
building, hut the opinion seems to be 
growing in England, that the manage- 
ment of emigration is essentially a busi- 
ness of the state, and should be hand- 
led by the state on a much larger scale 
and more workmanlike basis than any 
hitherto dreamed of. moreover the trend 
of opinion is certainly rather in favor of 
compulsory emigration than of volun- 
tary or stato-aided emigration. 

The position is summed up thus. 
When the unemployed conic to the state 
demanding work, the answer should In', 
"Your demand is just hut in this part 
of your empire there is no work to give i 
you. However, there is a demand for th 
such labor as yours in another part of j 
your empire, and if you like to enter into 
a bond with us, we will put. you in a 
position there to earn a living."

I do not propose to enter into the legal 
aspects of the case, but I have gather- 
ed from what I have read, that there 
is already power to emigrate such peo- 
ple compulsorily and that the authori- 
ties most concerned are .favorably dis- 
posed to any measure necessary to widen 
such powers. 

All writers upon the subject agree In 
realizing that some time may he requir- 
ed ill which to teach the emigrated llio 
methods of their new home, and sug- 
gestions have been made thai the col- 
onies which receive litem, should provide 
farms of instruction upon which the new 
coiners might learn the work by which 
they will have to earn their wages, hut 
as the most complete of all the schemes 
put forward is that of Sir ('. Killlock 
Cooke, I will set ihiit out shortly (as it 
concerns child emigration) not as the 
only scheme but as typical of those 
which seem to promise success, ami I 
am the more anxious to do this, as Ihe 
originator of the schema has always the 
Dominion in view, as he always had its 
welfare at heart. 

Those with whom Sir C. Kinlock 
Cooke proposed to deal are called by him 
state children, ami defined as (1) (hose 
brought up in Industrial schools to save 
them from injurious surroundings, and 
(lii orphans and deserted children edu- 
cated and provided for out of local rales. 

Both classes arc paid for by thOi pub- 
lic, and those who pay for them would 
relieve themselves of a burden, benefit 
those they pay for. benefit Ihe country 
they send them to, and the country they

going is only a scheme put forward by

SOME CAUSES OF EARTHQUAKES. 

Professor John .Milne. F. F. X.. says 
according to Engineering, thai the 
origins of the large earthquakes of 
1905 (UO were recorded at his obser- 
itory at Shlde) were almost all con- 
circle passing; from Central 
M through the Azores, the.Al- 
Balkln and Himalayan ranges 
Into the East Indian Archipelago.' 
Whether the Calabrlan earthquake of 
September <i was in anv way connect- 
ed with the relief of volcanic stress 
which commenced with the Vesuvius 
eruptions of May, 1005, and culminated 
In April, 1906, Js a matter of conjecture. 
The fifty-seven large earthquakes of 
hist, year were Just the average num- 
ber. As regards time and space, seis- 
mic frequency was greatest on the west 
sldo of the Pacific In summer, and on 
the eastern side in winter; seasonal al- 
ternations In the ocean currents, the 
measured oscillations of sea-level,' and 
changes in the direction of barometric 
gradients, were probably interrelated 
to these phenomena, 'rile period over 
■which after-shocks extended seemed to 
be proportional to the Intensity nf the 
parent shock. Valleys op.. nod out at 
night and closed on bright days, prob- 
ably owing lo the general warping of 
the district under solar radiation and 
to n diminution of the under-ground 
drainage. When the sides of a valley 
covered with vegetation lost water by 
evaporation, the load on the sides de- 
creased, while at night -time the load 
on the bottom was increased; at night, 
the valley sagged downward, and when 
the streams were In flood the sides of 
the bounding valley approached each 
other In a marked way. With the aid 
of astronomical lovois, Mr. Morgan I 
IlobhoH has observed such a movement 
amounting to 1H seconds of are, while 
the average variation between two of 
the three successive readings taken In 
the course of a day ranged up to ;i 
seconds. Commenting on the changes! 
In latitude and 'the movements of our 
polar axis, (Albroclit's figure), . rpfessor 
Milne .states that he would not say that 
earthquakes caused the polar move- 
ments, or vice versa; an analysis had 
been nnub! by studying periods where 
the change in tho' direction of the polo 
deflection was rapid.

| Methodist Conference | 

By Rev. T. II. Wright. 
Fifteen days was the time occupied by 
the sessions of the General Conference 
of Ihe Methodist church in the city of 
Montreal. The sessions closed on the 
evening of September 27th at It) o'clock. 

Many of the business fnen had left 
for home, so that ihe closing sessions 
were marked by a very slim attendance 
of delegates. Pressure of business pre- 
vented many from remaining until the 
close of the conference. 

Much business of import mice was 
transacted, especially is this true con- 
cerning tho missionary work of the 
church. In future the work will be di- 
vided under two heads — foreign wort 
and home missions. Each department 
will have a secretary. Tho Rev. Alex. 
■Sutherland, D.D.. will bo the secretary 
for the foreign missionary work of the 
church, and the Iter. Jaiaes Allan, M.A., 
is tho newly elected secretary for home 
missions. Hitherto the general secre- 
tary has controlled the entire missionary 
work of the church, home and foreign, 
and has kept the executive, administrat- 
ive and financial work in his own hands. 
On account of great expasion the work 
is divided into two great brunches — home 
and foreign. 

Tho home work will consist of: (D 
Work among English-speaking people 
in Canada; (2) Work among foreign im- 
migrants in Canada; (.It) The French 
work. x 

Foreign missions will comprise: (li 
Work in foreign countries; (2l Work 
among Chinese and., Japanese in Can- 
ada; (3), The Indian , work. > , 

Each secretary will be aided hy an 
assistant and there will be a layman as 
honorary treasurer, with an assistant 
treasurer to do the clerical work of the 
entire funds, $400,000 being raised last 
year for missions.. 

What the Conference approved and 
what it rejected will be of interest to 
our many readers throughout British 
Columbia. 

The conference did not change the 
time limit, h remains unchanged, four 
years being the limit, except in Japan 
It also rejected the resolution to give 
women a place on all the courts of the 
church, so that women cannot be stew- 
ards of ilie church or delegates to con- 
ference or district meetings, 

The superannuation fund is somewhat 
changed, granting a slight increase in 
the annuity to those who have rendered 
thirty-six years of service and upwards 
to the church. The increase is twelve or 

thirl i dollars for each additional year 

Of service. 

The educational Society also under- 
went considerable change, The change 
amounts practically to a reorganization 
of the educational work of the church. 

Students will he assisted in their col- 
lege work hy grants and loans, and an 
effort will be made to give poor stud- 
ents work on missions during college 
vacation. Students thus employed will 
receive a grant from the Missionary So- 
ciety for their services. A new hoard of 
education is appointed with Rev. - r. 
Polls as general secretary of education. 
Principal Sipprell will represent British 
Columbia on the hnnrd nnd Principal 
Biddell the province of Alberta. 

Church union remains as at present. 

The work of tin' joint committee on 
union was approved, and a circular will 
be issued in December setting forth the 
work accomplished thus far so as to 
inform the members of the local 
churches as to what bus already been 
done, so that the churches will be in a 
position to vote Intelligently in the final 
meeting authorizing the step, i.e., the 
union of the Presbyterian, Congrega- 
tional, Methodist and possibly the Ang- 
lican and Baptist churches of Canada. 
From letters which have appeared in the 
church papers on Ihe subject there will 
be considerable opposition to the step, 
as the doctrinal basis does not commend 
Itself to many of the lending workers in 
they church. 

Probationers for the ministry will now 
spend an additional year in college and 
give one less to circuit work, by the new 
legislation. 

A commission is appointed consisting 
of ten ministers nnd ten laymen to con- 
sider the whole question of revising the 
rules of the church and report lo next 
general conference four years hence. 

It was also decided to begin the pub- 
lication of a western Methodist paper in 
the city of Winnipeg. At present the 
only official church papers are "Tin' 
Wcsleyun, published in Halifax, and 
The Christian Guardian in Toronto. 

Two assistant secretaries will be ap- 
pointed for Epworth League and Sun- 
day school work in ndd.'tlon to Rev. Dr. 
Crews, Ihe general secretary, one of 
those assistants residing west of Lake 
Superior, 

The deaconess movement is otllclnlly 
taken Into tho church and provision is 
Hindu for a constitut ion. 

The invitation of British Columbia 
conference to hold the next session of 
the general conference in t| 10 city of 
Victoria is accepted providing satisfact- 
ory and rensoniible rates for transporta- 
tion can he secured. 

Success is stamped on every depart- 
ment of church work and the next four 
years will witness great changes in tho 
work of Methodism; 



or buffalo was the first to be discovered 
by the explorers of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

In 1521, Cortex, the Spanish conquer- 
or of Mexico, reached Montezuma's capi- 
tal, the city of Mexico, nnd there, in 
tho menagerie, saw the lirst American 
bison to be viewed by European eyes. 

The earliest, history of Ihe bison in 
eastern North America was made some- 
where uear Wushingtou, 'District of Co- 
lumbia, in 1(5:12, by the 'Englishman, 
Samuel Argall, afterward deputy-gov- 
ernor of Virginia, and narrated as fol- 
lows: 

"As soon as I had upladen this corne, 
1 set my men to the felling of timber, 
for the building of u Frigat, which 1 
had left half finished at Point CSumfort, 
the 10th of March: and returned my- 
self with the ship into Pembroke river, 
and so discovered to the head of it, 
which is about 05 leagues into the hind 
and navigable for any ship. And then 
marching into the couutrle, 1 found 
great store of cattle as bigus, klne, of 
which the Indians thut were my guides 
killed a Couple, which we found lo be 
very good and. wholesome meat, and are 
very easy to be killed, in regard they 
are heavy, slow and not so wild as other 
beasts of the wildeniesse." 

The total area inhabited by the buf- 
falo was about 3,000,000 square miles. 
Of this, the open plains were one half. 
According to figures supplied me by A. 
F. Potter, of tho forest service, the 
ranges of the Dakotas, Montana, Wyo- 
ming, Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado, Tex- 
as and Oklahoma (n total of about 750,- 
000 square miles, or hn/f of the plains) 
were according to the census of 1900, 
carrying 24,000,000 head of cattle nnd 
horses and about 0,000,000 head of 
sheep. This means that when fully 
stocked they might sustain a number of 
buffalo at least equal to the number of 
cattle and horses. The buffalo had to 
divide their heritage with numerous 
Ileitis of, mustang, antelope and wapiti; 
on the other hand, a buffalo could tuid a 
living whore a range animal would 
starve, mauy of the richest bottom-lands 
are now fenced in, and we hnvo taken 
no account of the 0,000.000 sheep. There- 
fore we are safe in placing at 40,000,000 
the buffalo formerly living on the entire 
plains area. 

Their prairie range wus a third as 
large, but it was vastly more fertile; 
indeed, the stockmen reckon one prairie 
acre equal to four acres on the plains. 
Doubtless, therefore, tho prairies sus- 
tained nearly as many head as the 
plains: we may safely set their popula- 
tion at 30,000,000. The forest region 
was the lowest in the rate of population: 
for its l.OOO.(KK) square miles we should 
not allow more than 5,000.000 buffalo. 
These figures would make the primitive 
number of buffalo 75,000,000. 

Many other calculations based on dif- 
ferent data give similar or slightly low- 
er totals. From these facts it will ap- 
pear very safe to put the primitive buf- 
falo at' 50.000,000 to G0,000,0O0. 

Allen estimates the destruction by In- 
dians at 2,000,000 annually in the early 
'-10s. Haird puts it at 3,500,000 annu- 
ally at 3,600,000 annually in the '50s. 
Other destructive powers native to the 
plains added at least half us many more 
to the number, so that 3,000,000 a year 
may hnvo been reached as a total of 
loss in the '."(Is. To stand such a drain 
the herds, according to their rate of in- 
crease, must have been at least ten times 
as many. But they could not stand It, 
nnd were plainly diminishing; therefore 
they must already have fallen below 
-10,000,000 in the early part of the nine- 
teenth century. Nevertheless, they could 
nol have been much less than that or 
they would have vanished far faster 
than they did. 

Col. Dodge tells of the 4,000,000 head 
that he saw on the Arkansas in May. 
1871. moving northward, at Beaver 
Creek, 100 miles south .if Gdcndlve. 
James McNnucy says thai the buffalo 
began to arrive from the north in the 
middle of October (1882) and about the 
1st of December an immense herd came; 
by Christmas all had gone southward, 
hut a few days later another great herd 
came from the north and followed the 



The primitive Indian Was far from 
being the greatest enemy of the buf- 
falo; armed only with bow and arrow 
eir lance, and without the aid of a horse, 
he could scarcely count on the buffalo 
for regular support. In winter, when 
the snow was deep, he could pursue 
them on snowshoes and slay them easily 
enough. But there was rarely sufficient 
snow for this: all ihe circumstances pre- 
cluded tin' possibility of great destruc- 
tion, anil ihe opportunities for such 
slaughter were confined to the north. 
On rare occasions Ihe tribe could unite 
and form n buffalo pound. But there 
was usually a sufficiency of small game, 
Mini I doubt not thut before the criming 
of the horse and the rifle the red man 
did little harm to the great bison herds. 
These two principal aids arrived to- 
gether on the buffalo range about the 
close of the eighteenth century. They 
marked the beginning of the epoch of 
extirpatory slaughter by man. 

By far the worst destroyer in ancient 
days was treacherous ice in- the spring. 
All winter the buffalo herds of the north 
bad been fearlessly crossing and reeross- 
Ing the ice-bound rivers. Springtime 
conies willi Ihe impulse lo wnndcr far- 
ther north, the herds are more com- 
pacted now, they slowly travel on their 
route, river after river is crossed nt 
lirst. But a change sets in; the ice 
grows rotten. To all appearance it is 
the same, bill it will no longer hear Ihe 
widely extended herd. The van goes 
crashing through to death, nnd thous- 
ands more are pushed in by Ihe on- 
coming hordes behind. 

It was only during the migrations that: 
the very large herds were seen. Bands 
of a few thousands were found at all 
seasons, but Ihe millions came together 
only on some great impulse. 

Let us follow one of these herds mov- 
ing northward to its summer home from 
the sheltered holtom-lnnd along the Mis- 
souri in central Dakota, where it Win- 
tered. 

Before there is yet any visible spring 
in the land Ihe spirit of unrest comes 
on them. If may bo, the final touch is 
a warm, sunny say. The old cow, with 
a "bunch" of fifty to one hundred fol- 
lowers turns her nose northward. Their 
grunting spreads an epidemic of unrest 
and from every valley a long black 
siring pours forth. As they top the 
upland others and yet others come to 
view. The general move is northward 



but their disposition is to condense into 
oue herd. As night comes down black 
and chill, they leave the exposed ridges 
and shelter in the hollows. Cold weather 
and more snow may follow, but the im- 
pulse to travel is in possession now. 
Once it is given command, it changes 
not in force or direction till the remem- 
bered pastures are reached. Rivers may 
cross their path; if frozen, they are un- 
noticed; if open, the yare swum; if cov- 
ered with rotten ice, the ice is broken 
by the weight of the herd and some are 
drowned, but the rest swim through and 
continue their march. An onset of hunt 
ers.muy swerve them for u time, but it 
does not change their main trend. 

For three or four weeks this continues 
and the blackening horde comes swarm- 
ing down the long level prairie of the 
Bed ltiver valley. Now they arc near 
ing their familiar summer haunts, nnd 
the band which originally united to form 
the herd begin to quit the main body, 
Again the old leader cow sets the ex- 
ample, and stringing after her come, 
many cows and yearlings, mostly rein 
tlyes by blood, und finally a dozen bulls, 
that are mostly relatives by marriage. 

In a broad sense it will ho seen thnt 
this small herd is a family, or, rather, 
clan. Their leader is an old cow — there 
is abundance of evidence for this — and 
doubtless the grandmother of, many of 
them, as Long says "cows are often 
seen accompanied by the calves of three 
seasons." The males remain with the 
females and take an active interest in 
the young. Animals know and stay 
with their personal acquaintance, they 
resent tho approach of strangers; mi- 
grants work back to their birthplace; 
whenever a local band of 'buffalo was 
wiped out their pasturage- remained va- 
cant for years, so it is unlikely that this 
group is finally scattered during the an- 
nual herding. 

The evidence of common range cattle 
sustains the idea. For, in spite of the 
annual round-ups, which correspond to 
The annual herding of the buffalo, we 
usually find the same little bunch of 
cuttle (easily distinguished by the marks) 
in the same feeding grounds season after 
season. Finally, the bison species is 
polygamous, or probably promiscuous, 
so that those living together are sure to 
be much interrelated— that is, a chui. 
The blood tie and clan feeling of the 
group, therefore, I think, is well estab- 
lished, but because they have been 
questioned I was glad, long after the 
above was written, to find them strong- 
ly maintained in detail by an undoubted 
authority, Buffalo Jones. 

So far ns I can learn this band does 
not further disintegrate; it rambles 
about, in a radius of perhaps fen miles 
from the favorite drinking place, and 
wherever it goes, it Is followed by one 
or two ever-watchful grey wolves. 

The cowbirds (Molothrus ater) are 
w.ell known members of the Starling 
family. They aro peculiar in this, they 
never pair, make a nest or bring up 
their own young. Free love is the order 
of their day and when the female is 
ready to lay she searches for the nest of 
some smiUl bird and in it abandons her 
offsprings to a foundling's chances with a 
strange foster-mother. Then, back she- 
hikes to the merry group that live and 
revel around the buffalo herd. Some- 
times the cowbirds walK sedately behind 
their grazing monster, sometimes they flit 
over, snapping nt the flies, and as often 
they sit hi a line along the ridge pole 
of his spine. Their attachment to the 
buffalo was so obvious that an Indian 
myth tells of their nesting in the wool 
between the horns of a big bull. Bather 
a fearsome home site one would think, 
during a combat of the bull with some 
huge bull. But there are some founda- 
tions for this myth. First, they do not 
nest elsewhere. Furthermore, I am told 
by old-timers that skulls of buffalo still 
clad in their black shock of hair were 
often used by little -birds as nesting- 
places. In the park nt Silver Heights, 
■Winnipeg, is a herd of a dozen buffalo, 
All summer they are followed by the 
usual Dock of cowbirds which fly south- 
ward when cold weather arrives. But 
the autumn of 1900 came and there was 
one that stayed when the other.s flew. 
'All through that Manitoba winter he 
remained with the buffalo, and especi- 
ally with tho biggest hull of the herd. 
Its food was the buffalo's food; by day- 
it flitted near or Warmed its toes in the 
wool of his back. By night it snuggled 
in a sort of nesting hollow it had made 
in the wool just back of his horns. He 
was its protector from famine, frost, 
animal and human foes, for be was so 
fierce that none dared to go near hint 
even lo inspect more closely the cow- 
bird that had committed itself to his 
charge. This incident is attested by 
Dr. S. ,T. Thompson, the veterinary of 
the province, and Ceorge Grieve, the 
taxidermist, ns well as by the keeper, 
Mr. Prescott. 

Mr. Grieve tolls me that he thinks the 
bird was wounded and unable to Uy 
when its kinsfolk went south nnd so 
made the best of tho situation; and not 
so very bail it proved, for he came mil 
fal and lit in the spring. It. is inter 
esling to note that upon their ranges 
the Red ltiver valley buffalo were ac- 
companied by the cowbird and the Sas- 
katchewan buffalo by the white-winged 
buffalo bird. 



ing these two areas this famous ex- 
plorer writes: 

"The extraordinary abundance of the 
buffalo on tho euat side of the Uociiy 
Mountains, und their extraordinary di- 
minution, will be made clearly evident 
from the following statement. At uny 
time between the years 1824 and lUiiH, 
a traveler might start from nny given 
point south or north in the Boclcy Moun- 
tain range, journeying by the most direct 
route to the Missouri river; und, during 
the whole distance, his road would be 
always among large bands of buffalo, 
which would never be out of his view 
until he arrived almost within sight of 
the abodes of civilization. 1 

"At this timo (1842) the buffalo oc- 
cupy but u very little limited spaco, 
principally along the eastern base of 
the Rocky Mountains, sometimes extend- 
ing their southern extremity to a con- 
siderable distance into tho plains be- 
tween the Platte and Arkansas rivers 
and along the eastern frontier of New 
Mexico, as far south ns Texas." 

Fremont reckoned the auniuil market 
of buffalo robes as 00,000; but robes 
were, collected only during tho four 
winter months; and not more than a 
third of those, killed at the season were 
skinned, while half of the robes were 
used at home. Therefore 90,000 robes 
represented a slaughter of 1,020,000 of 
buffalo. BJut the rate of killing wos so 
much higher in summer that we may 
calculate the annual kill at 2,000,000 or 
2,500,000 a year during these palmy 
buffalo days. The herds shrank fnst. 
The buffalo Indians had been decreased 
by smallpox, but the white consumers 
more than made up tho shortage. 

In 1S42 Fremont found distress among 
the Indians along the Platte on account 
of failure of the buffalo. In 3852 the 
buffalo was so far from the Red river 
country that Boss considered hunting it 
a thing of the past. Ia 1807, tho Union 
Pacific railway readied Cheyenne, pene- 
trated the heart of the Buffalo country, 
carrying unnumbered destroyers with 
it, and split the remaining buffalo range 
in two; thenceforth it was customary to 
speak of the "south hord" nnd the "north 
herd," each of which appeared to recog- 
nize a boundary in those sinister lines of 
steel. 

In 1871, the Santa Fe railway crossed 
Kansas, the favorite summer ground of 
the southern herd, now reduced to about 
4,000. OCX), according to 1-fornaday, and 
then began the great slaughter by tho 
white skin-hunters. Taking as a basis 
the railway statistics of shipments nnd 
Colonel Dodge's observations, Mr. Horn- 
aday has calculated the slaughter of the 
herd as follows:

These are the lowest estimates that I 
know of. Colonel Jones' figures are 
about double these. That was tho end 
of the southern herd. 

A few scattered bands lingered in out- 
of-the-way places, but were relentlessly 
hunted down. The last considerable 
herd that I can learn about was in 1880, 
described to me seven years afterwards 
by Charles Norris, cowboy, of Cluytou, 
New Mexico. 

The very last individuals that I have 
knowledge of were four found and killed 
in 1889. near Buffalo Springs, Texas. 
The account of it I got from W. Allen, 
cowboy, also of Clayton, New Mexico, 
four years after the event. 

This ended the last of the Southern 
stragglers. 

The great northern herd was still In 
existence after the bulk of the southern 
was wiped out. A colder winter nnd 
hostile Indians were their chief protec- 
tors. Hornaday calculated the northern 
herd at about 1,500,000: most authors 
put it much higher. The Indians, he 
reckons, were then slaughtering then! at 
the rate of 375,000 a year. 

In 1876 the American troops drove the 
hostile Indians out of the country, open- 
ing the way for the skin hunters. In 
1S72 the last herd went south from the 
Saskatchewan and the few scattered 
bands there were killed off by the Indi- 
ans in Hi79. In 1880 the Southern 
Pacific railroad opened a way into the 
central country of the last great herd, 
nnd the southern story was repeated.

As summer grows warm Ihe buffalo 
shed their coats in great broad (hikes or 
wads of niothy-looking felt; the In I let- 
half of their bodies becomes positively 
naked. And now the mosquito millions 
arc turned loose. 1 suppose that even 
a rhlnocorous would be annoyed hy these 
long-beaked stingers of the lush wet 
plains, and the buffalo with their naked 
rears are driven to accept any promise 
of relief. A high knoll in a strong wind 
is said lo be good "medicine for the 
Hies." Hut such a combination is nol 
always available and besides, it prevents 
feeding. A much more convenient rem- 
edy is a supplementary coat of mud. 
This they get hy rolling hog-like in the 
muddy hollows flint still dot the plains 
— hollows which the ignorant call fairy- 
rings, hut. which were always known 
to the hunters as "wallows." 

About Ilie beginning of the nineteenth 
century the buffalo were cleared out of 
all Ihe country east of the Mississippi. 

In 1832, according to Catlln, 150,000 
to 200,000 robes were marketed each 
vear, which means a slaughter of 2,0tn»,- 
000 or perhaps 3,000,000 buffalo by I ho 
plains Indians. The destruction rfmd 
waste was alreny so great that Cntlln 
prophesied the speedy extinction of tho 
bison, The drain was obviously greater 
than the natural Increase and already 
vast herds were visibly shrinking. About 
1834 or 1835 they began lo diminish very 
rapidly on the west slope of the Knekies, 
ns Fremont records. But the east slope 
was the groat buffalo range. Coneern-

This was the end of the northern herd. 

The Inst survivors, twenty-eight in 
number, were killed on the Big Porcu- 
pine, in 3880, and mounted by Mr. Horn- 
aday himself for the National Museum. 
The only wild ones left lire the band 
preserved in the Yellowstone park and 
the herd of wood buffalo that finds a 
refuge In the woods and on tho plains of 
the Athabascan region.

This is a question put. by all 
who are interested in the subject. b'oV 
a clear expression of their numbers, their 
decline, and the rescue of the survivors, 
I shall set. the various figures in col- 
umns.

Sir, — No doubt the main issues arls 



ing out of the introduction of the Chi- 
nese into South Africa are those which 
.affect the future of the whlto races, for 
the very possibility of the growth of a 
white working class depends upon the 
exclusion of Asiatic competitors, while 
the natives arc at least established in 
the country. At the same time, the 
experiment of employing Chinese and 
Kaffirs side by side on a large scale is 
one that is new to the world, and the 
relations existing between the two 
races are not without Interest. Trrere 
can be no doubt that tho better kind of 
Kaffir has always been as much op- 
posed to the advent of tho Chinese as 
the whlto laborer, and for much the 
same reasons. It was recognized that 
there would be less demand for all 
other kinds of labor If the Chinese 
were to be imported in unlimited num- 
bers, and the feeling spread that the 
real object of bringing' them in was to 
dispense with the Kaffir all 'over the 
country and to keep down wages, 

Naturally the attempt on the part of 
the mineou-ners to reduce Kaffir wages 
at tho closo of the war lent a good deal 
of point to these suspicions, and during 
the political agitation which preceded 
the passing of the Chinese Labor Or- 
dinance native opinion In the Transvaal 
so. far as it could find expression, was 
very hostile to the Chinese. . At the 
present time one hears much less of 
these objections, and though this is 
partly due to the natives having re- 
signed themselves to what they suppose 
to be Inevitable, yet a much stronger 
reason is that the mass of the Trans- 
vaal native population is not, as a mat- 
ter of fact, very much affected one way 
or the other. It Is. perhaps, not gen- 
erally known outside South Africa that 
only a very small proportion of the 
mine laborers are Transvaal Kaffirs. 
The vast bulk of them is drawn from 
the Portuguese province of Mozam- 
bique, from tribes of a generally lower 
type than the Transvaal Kaffirs. The 
latter show- but little inclination for 
mine work at, the current rate o? wages, 
and are almost exclusively employed in 
agriculture; consequently the Chinese 
do not compete with them in any. way 
of which they are conscious, and,. find- 
ing that Chinese labor is confined to 
•the mines, they have ceased to take 
much interest in the economic side of 
.the question.. It may be noted in pass- 
ing what an instructive sidelight thks 
'throws upon the contention of the 
i'mlneowner that the Chinese laborer 
I'tvould benefit agriculture by setting 
(free more native labor. Nothing of the 
!kind has happened, nor could It have 
l>aen'Teasonably anticipated. The sug- 
gestion was . tljgro.ughb' disingenuous, 
and was ne.\er more than a spp. thrown 
to the Boers, 

Meanwhile, however, the natives In 
Borne, of tho rural districts have had 
equal cause 'with the white farmers to 
a-ue the day when the Chinese came. 
'A Chinese deserter is practically an 
outlaw; and while It may be true that 
;a proportion of those who are missing 
from their own- mine are only straying! 
:»r vleitlng friends, as Lord Sclborne 
.alleges, yet no Chinaman leaves the 
'■mlntng area without the deliberate In- 
tention of deserting. What is more, 
although he usually provisions himself 
.before leaving, his necessities speedily 
•turn him into a reckless criminal 



and they run no risks, owing to their 
Jarge numbers, of robbery or violence. 
Any antipathy to the Chinese would, if 
It existed, necessarily be bused upon 
more racial prejudice. Having in 
mind, however; the frequent faction 
fights which took place in former days 
between natives ot different tribes on 
the mines, there wns some anxiety felt 
upon this score, and. when the Chinese 
were first Introduced measures were 
taken to avoid (he simultaneous em- 
ployment of both races upon the same 
mine. It has not been found necessary 
to adhere to this rule, though caro Is 
exercised to keep the actual working 
gangs separate; and - In every ease they 
are housed In perfectly, distinct "com- 
pounds." ■ . 

In practice, however, the Chinese and 
Kaffirs, even, on the mines, see. very lit- 
tle, of each other. From time to time 
there have been conipnrativly unim- 
portant riots. between them, but so far 
as the two races do come' Into contact 
with one another, the tendency ( seems 
to be rather towards' fraternization. 
The Chinese often, acquire ' proficiency 
in the various Kaffir languages', and vice 
versa,, and individuals • .of opposite 
races occasionally go about 'together 
•with every appearance 'of amity; Man 
to man, neither ■ race is- afraid -of the 
other and while the' Chinaman, in a 
fight- favors stones and knives as wea- 
pons, the Kaffir 'prefers the equally 
formidable knoblterrle. There. Is prob- 
ably little doubt that If it came to seri- 
ous trouble the Chinese would be the 
more formidable lighters, on account 
of their power of combination. 

Socially the Chinaman Is Inclined to 
look down upon the Kaffir, whom ho 
refers to as a. "black devil" or a "black 
tortoise," the, latter being a special 
term of opprobrium. The Kaffirs ap- 
pear to envy the superior food. and ac- 
commodation enjoyed by the Chinese, 
and it. Is reasonable to suppose that the 
offer' of similar privileges would ho a 
great Incentive to labor, and" would 
p'rabably Increase the supply. On the 
other hand, the indenture system and 
the monotony of the work are intensely 
galling to the Chinese, 'who envy the 
Kaffirs their liberty and short engage- 
ments. 

In their amusements and social life 
the Kaffirs and Chinese have quite dif- 
ferent tastes, and come very little to- 
gether. The Kaffirs have, little of that 
fondness for spectacles ■ and proces- 
sions which is so characteristic of the 
Chinese, nor, In contrast to West Af- 
rican natives, have they any aptitude 
for the social organization of guilds 
and secret societies. Again, though 
many of them are fond of gambling, 
their methods are different, and they 
are without any elaborate code of eti- 
quette and obligation regarding g;<rnb- 
ling debts, such as the Chinese affect. 
Up to the.present time there is no sign 
of the two races having adopted each 
other's vices to any great extent. Both 
of them are addicted to narcotics, but 
while the Kaffir smokes "dacha,"' a 
kind of wild hemp, the practice is not 
so widespread or deep-rooted as the 
opium hnbit is among the Chinese. 
Since, moreover, "dacha" produces a 
state of violent and noisy frenzy, the 
smoking of it can be more easily .de- 
tected and prevented, and no organized 
traffic in the drug exists. Seeing how. 
widespread the use of opium is among 
the Chinese on the mines, it is only' 



Those Kaffirs— and there are many of ' t0 ° T> robablp tliat sooner or later the 



them — who do not live in large kraals, 
tut in little groups of two or three 
families, are muoh exposed to Chinese 
depredations as any one else, and, In 
tfact, have suffered severely. It must 
toe remembered also that they are com- 
paratively ignorant and untraveled peo- 
ple, very much afraid of anything un- 
familiar, and that even to the Euro- 
pean who sees a low-class Chinese 
coolie for the first time there is some- 
thing strange and uncanny— almost In- 
human—about his appearance and 
manners. The result is a not unwar- 
a-anted, but still exaggerated, fear 
among the natives, especially in the) 
neighborhood of Johannesburg. Uponj 
a recent occasion, for instance, when 
a gang of Chinese deserters was dis- 
covered, fortunately before they had 
done any damage, In a wood adjoining 
.the writer's house, one of his Kaffir 
Servants disappeared for the best part 
of - a day. On his reappearance, being 
reproached for his absence he said that 
he had been lying lira ditch ever since 
he saw the Chinamen, because he 
thought they were cannibals! and upon 
Inquiry it turned out that this was 
commonly believed among the Kaffirs 
Jn the neighborhood. Still, apart from 
exaggerated ideas of this kind, there is 
Jio doubt that country natives any- 
.vhore near Johannesburg arc disturb- 
ed and alarmed at the outrages which 
have occurred, and that they regard the 
.Chinese with- -fear and tletestation. 

When we- turn •from • the country na- 
tives to tho mine- laborers,- we find the 
position very- -different.- The mine na- 
tives, as already remarked, nre rather 
aow-class foreigners. They have not 
sufficient education to trouble them- 
selves about economic questions at all. 



practice will extend to the Kaffirs, par 
tlcularly if the use of the drug by- the 
Chinese is officially sanctioned. On the 
other hand, while the Kafrir's great 
vice and favorite amusement is drunk- 
enness, It does not appear that the Chi- 
nese are very likely to be affected by 
it. They have little difficulty In ob- 
taining liquor; but though they occa- 
sionally take too much, they use It 
moderately on the whole, taking it with 
food, and not for the purpose of a car 
ouse. 

From the point of view of European 
population the co-operation of Kaffirs 
and Chinese for purposes of outrage 
and murder is a possibility of unpleas- 
ant Interest, and there are not want 
Ing signs that it may become a serious 
matter in the future. Cases of such co- 
operation have already occurred, and 
have created a painful Impression, for 
It seems likely that a combination 
would prove much more formidable 
than the Independent action of either 
race. The two races, In fact, seem per 
feetly capable of supplying each other' 
deficiencies in such matters; and the 
growing fraternization, while tending 
to make things run smoothly from the 
employer's point of view, is a thing 
which requires most careful watching. 
Especially if the system of secret so- 
cieties spreads to the Kaffirs, the con- 
sequences to the whole of South Africa 
may be most serious, for our safety 
has hitherto been the incapacity nf the 
Kaffir for concerted action. On the 
whole, the Chinese have greatly com- 
plicated the already acute racial ques- 
tion; and apart from other even 
weightier reasons, this Is a sufficient 
cause for getting rid of them as soon 
as possible. W. W.

Fire Chief Croker says that for their 
own personal safety and that of their 
neighbors, every man. woman and child 
in this city should be ready for the 
emergency of fire; should know the right 
thing to be done, and should be able to 
do it with a level head, says the New 
York Record nnd Herald. He advises 
the following course of action in the 
case of an outbreak of fire: 

"Keep cool; no matter how hot every- 
thing around you gets, retain a cool, 
calm equilibrium, nnd you'll come out 
all right. 

"Send in the alarm immediately; do 
not. take it for granted that some one 
else lias rung up the tire department. 

"Fight the fire yourself before the 
firemen arrive. A'ery few tires if dis- 
covered at the outset are beyond the 
control of the people on the premises, 
if only quick, intelligent action is taken. 
Fight the flames with pails of water; 
smother them with rugs and blankets; 
beat them out with wet brooms. 

"Block the spread of tire. If the 
burning room or rooms can be shut off 
from the rest of the building, it will 
take considerable lime for the fire to 
spread. Shut nlUdoors. transoms and 
windows opening Wn shafts, and, if pos- 
sible, those to the exterior. Ry closing 
up the burning rooms you prevent any 
draughts, and cut off a new supply of 
oxygen. The fire, after exhausting the 
oxygen, will only smoulder. 

"Never ascend lo the upper stories of 
a burning building. The upper stories 
are always the most dangerous. The 
smoke, superheated air and poisonous 
fumes, which it is death to inhale, col- 
lect first in tin' lop of the house. Fire, 
spreading through a building, burns 
straight to the roof, usually by way of 
(lie halls and stairways, and then, wid- 
ening its course, eats hark to the stor- 
ies below. The lower floors are the 
safest in time of lire. 

"Never try to climb up the stairs to 
the roof, and never open the scuttle. 
A hole through the roof lo Ihe open air 
would serve as a chimney, and magnify 
the conflagration almost Incredibly. 

"Keep out of the halls. The safe way 

10 await the arrival of Ihe firemen is in 

11 room as low down in the building as 
you can get without risk of smoke-laden 
hulls. Shut nil doors and transoms in 
which you stay and open the windows 
wide- to keep the air cool and pure. It 
smoke breaks in lean out of the win- 
dows. Be careful not to get excited and 
not to breathe in the hoi, smoky at- 
mosphere. 

'•'Make your way from the building if 
Ihe fire is dangerous and you can escape 
without braving loo great heal. A wet 
towel held over the mouth nnd nostrils 
will eiuible you to live in an otherwise 
deadly atmosphere. Rut unless the fire 
spreads into the room you are occupy- 
ing it is best to wait for outside help." 

The wise householder will take the 
following preventive meosures, recom- 
mended by Chief Croker: 

"Locale the nearest fire-box, and 
make sure that the domestic nnd all 
ihe members »r (he household know 
of its situation. 

"In retiring for llif night close care- 
fully all the doors in the cellar and base- 
ment, nnd all doors and tramways im- 
mediately between Ihe halls and sleep- 
ing rooms. 

"Place patent tire extinguishers al 
least in Ihe cellar nnd kitchen. Instruct 
l,hc domestics carefully in the use of the 



apparatus. Most fires originate from 
the furnace or kitchen range.

An hour was wasted in looking for a 
vehicle and horses to take ns from Toula 
to i'asnaya L'olvnua, some ten miles 
away in the country, ami it was seven 
o'clock before we arrived, and saw Tol- 
stoi and his family dining at a long 
table spread under the trees in front of 
the house. Several persons rose and 
came to greet us; and we were asked 
at .nice t.i the table, without gouig first 
into the house. !• threw my cloak and 
bonnet on t,> n garden seal, and after 
an informal introduction to those mem- 
bers id' the household whom wo mu not 
already know, was given a place a l 
Tolstoi's side. Beside Tolstoi, his -wife, 
a son anil three daughters, and a little 
grandson, a doctor, the eldest daughter's 
husband and step-children, and' one or 
two oilier people, all of whom were stay- 
ins in tlie In. use, in- at the other house 
on the estate. 

Though two men-servants were wait- 
ing tit table, the dinner was a most in- 
formal meal; but, perhaps, our hire ar- 
rival may have contributed to the pre- 
vailing con fusion. 

We were asked many i|tieslious about 
ourselves ami our friends, witli the pe- 
Miliar relevancy which makes you fee! 
that the questioner is really interested 
in you, your family and wife. Tolstoi 
has this power of remembering and en- 
tering into other people's interests to a 
very high degree. 

Both Tolsrn: himself, his sun Kergius, 
who is in the Mo'seow Doil.ina. and his 
son-in-law, who is in the National 
Douma, were pessimistic as to the state 
of affair.- in Russia. It was very evi- 
dent that the reeenl events had in no 
wise altered or modified Tolstoil's anti- 
governmental views. My sister, rightly 
supposing that newspapers only readied 
Yasanya Poiyana late in the evening, 
had brought one with her. It was eag- 
erly seized by some of the party, hut 
Tolstoi remarked .that lie did not like 
rending newspapers. They were only 
wasted time, hut were even harmful, he- 
sides being full of lies. lie seemed 
much depress,. a by the lies told by the 
political parties, and by the false prom- 
ises they had made to tin- people, in 
their efforts to win the election. 

"They have promised the peasants 
what it is impossible to grant,' he said. 
"And if it were possible, why should the 
peasants again form a separate class, 
and be the only possessors of land'.' Why 
should not a bootmaker or a nobleman 
have the use of land if he needs it V If 
they really wish to do something, why 
don't they adopt Henry George's 
scheme V" 

I replied that people in Moscow said 
that the peasants would not he content 
with that scheme, and would not under- 
stand it. and I asked -whether Tolstoi 
thought they would. 

"Yes," ho replied slowly. "I think 
many of them would. Some to whom I 
explained it understand it perfectly, and 
quite approve of it." 

"That is well." I said, "for many edu- 
cated people don't secnf to understand 
it at all. and think they would lose their 
little farms and gardens if Henry 
George's scheme were adopted." 

Tolstoi laughed. "Yes." he said. "I 
have spoken In people who. when I ad- 
vised them in road Henry George, told 
me they ha I dine bo and quite under- 
stood him: yet they complained that it 
is not fair to lax people for the labor 
they put upon the land. And still they 
pretend to understand Henry George!"

He is neither a vlvisectiotlls! nor an 
tinti-vlvlsoctlonist. lie states the nrgu- 
ni nit t« for nnd u gainst, admitting reason 
both sides, ami concludes by riving 
four conditions, without which vivisec- 
tion should not be practised. In begin- 
ning he lakes the very sound view tlnit 
Ihe public is competent to pronounce on 

both sides. This contention Is opposed 
to the view of many physiologists, who

science, a rather impudent argument to 
which professional men generally are 
prone. 

A Case for Vivisection. 

The rase for Hie physiologists, those 
observers who study by vivisection and 
other means the organs and functions 
of tlm body in health, in order to effect, 
cures in disease, may be stated briefly. 
They argue that knowledge is the out- 
come of experiment: that it is only by 
'the knowledge of nature thai the laws 
of disease can he found: therefore, il the 
liiws of disease arc to be known, ex- 
periments must be made on the living 
animal, and il mils! be infected with ilis- 
euse. Instances of vivisection lending lo 
greal discoveries are not difficult to pro- 
duce. Harvey, the discoverer of the cir- 
culation of the blood, substantiated the 
Inferences of older observers by vivisec- 
tion. His experiments first proved the 
greal fundamental principle of physiol- 
ogy' nnd medicine, but it wns Ural actu- 
ally demonstrated by Malpighi, fifty 

years Inter, when the lung of a living 

frog wns placed under a two-lensed mi- 

CTORCOpe, and the passage of the blood 
from tlie arteries into the capillary ves- 
sels, and from these into the smallest 
veins was noted. 

•Huntor and the Stag. 
John Milliter, the greatest surgeon 
wdio ever lived, wns a vivisect ionist , and 
his most important discovery— the cure 
of aneurism by tying the artery, was 
made as ihe result of an experiment 
casually made upon a young buck, lie 
was curious to learn if the rapid growth 

of the nnlmnl's antlers could be cheeked 

by tying Hie artery that fed them. lie 
found bis original inference nl fault— 
namely, Hint the antlers depended for 
sustenance wholly on this artery, and 
the great, truth was revealed that when 
the main artery was lied, the blood still 
reached the nntlci'K through minute art- 
eries on the near side of Ihe ligature. 
The conclusion (bat he drew from this 
resulted ill tlie cure for aneurism, With 
which Ills liniUC is inseparably connected. 

Tho Othor Side. 

Hut Hunter, pussionnlo nnd fanatical 
vivisectionlHt though he was, laid down 
the vnle that an experiment, once estab- 
lished .should ucver be repeated. tt,.- 
gnrding the vivisection of the frag fa 
demonstrate the circulation of the blood, 
Dr. Mnedonnltl remarks that the same 
results might have been achieved by ob- 
serving I he frog's fool, without any vivi- 
section whatever, The writer insists that 
many of the vivisections now made lire 



mere superfluous demonstrations of es- 
tablished facts. given in the supposed in- 
terests of medical students. If this lie 
true, it. is manifestly an abuse, and 
might well be checked, not less in the in- 
terest of the suffering animals than in 
those of the students themselves, for 
upon them it must tend to have a bru- 
talizing Influence, as indicated by Gold- 
wan Smith. 

A Basis for Argument. 
The conclusions of Dr. Greville Mne 
Donald are four in number: 

1. Vivisection ought to be prohibited 
for tiie purposes of teaching. 

2. Physiological laboratories should be 
more rigidly inspected. 

Upon living dogs or horses no dl- 
seenons should be made. 

4, The administration of flic drug 
curura should be mode a criminal act. 
This drug makes the subject incapable 
of expressing suffering, although it may 
experience it. 

Tin icluslons of this expert seem 

moderate and reasonable, and lire sug- 
gested as a basis of reconcitiating the 
hostile views of vivisectloilists and their 
critics.

I SECRETS OF THE AIR | 
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Among the most fascinating and elus- 
ive of scientific studies is that of tho 
movement of our terrestrial atmosphere. 
Ever since men began to go down to the 
fiea in ships the needs of the navigntor 
must: have led him to note for his own 
future guidance, and for the benefit of 
other adventurers, the general direction 
of tho wind nt various seasons in differ- 
ent sons. Gradually ns the world widen- 
ed the prevailing winds of the globe be- 
came accurately known nnd the common 
knowledge systematized, so that now 
for probably every part of the ocean 
outside the polar circles there are olll- 
eial ami published records of the winds 
that may be looked for at any senson 
of the year. Then, too, the student of 
physical geography has noted how Inrge 
n part the prevailing winds of any re- 
gion play in determining the climate 
characteristics of different: countries. 

In recent years, however science has 
not been content with studying only 
what are, after all, movements merely 
in tlm lower strata of the great ocenn 
of air on the floor of which we live and 
move, but as sought, to penetrate the 
mysteries of the upper air and to find 
out its secrets. 

Both Rotch and De Bort have devot- 
ed considerable private resources and 
talents of no moan order lo meteorolog- 
ical research, nnd when in the summer 
of 1005, these two scientists united in a 
joint expedition for the exploration ' of 
the upper air currents in the trade wind 
region of the North Atlantic, the results 
of their observations were awaited with 
great ! n">-oHt. The trade winds are the 
most important: of what may be called 
the "permanent" winds of the globe. 
Thus In North Atlantic the northeast 
traders are In summer found in full 
force about the Caimry Islands, and 
serve until within about twelve degrees 
of the equate In winter the belt shifts 
rather further south, but at nil seasons 
a wind from at. least 25 degrees north 
latitude for fully 1,(MH) miles southward. 
The expedition of Hotch and Do Bort: ap- 
pears to have differed in its methods 
from that of the Priuce of Monaco i" 
the more general use of •billions sondes'.' 
which cose to great heights, nnd by their 
line of drift indicated the direction of 
the atmospheric enrent nt different alti- 
tudes. Kites itlso were used, hut in the 
trade-wind region no great height can bo 
reached l»y their agency.
